FACTS WHICH PREDICT. REPUB- 
LICAN SUCCESS. 
VERY ENCOURAGING NEWS FROM THE STATE 
COUNTIES—MR. HILL’S UPHILL WORK 
“ IN HIS NATIVE CITY. 


Chairman Chester 8S. Cole, of the Repub- 
lican State Committee, returned yesterday from 
his visit to Steuben County. He had an oppor- 
tunity to make personal inquiries of trusted 
friends as to the feeling for Davenport and for 
Gov. Hill in the counties of Broome, Tioga, 
Chemung, Steuben, and Allegany. Hejexpresses 
surprise at the condition of the Republican 
canvass as gathered from these trustworthy 
sources. He was prepared to find it in good 
shape, the letters to the State Committee all 
agreeing that such was the case. He was acree- 
ably surprised, however, at the’ very encourag- 
ing statements to which he has listened since 
Saturday night. Ali tnese counties, he believes, 
with the exception possibly of Chemung, will 
give largely increased votes and majorities for 
Ira Davenport. In Bath, Mr. Davenport’s own 
town, the unprecedented majority of 300 is con- 
fidently predicted. 

In marked contrast to the feeling toward Mr. 
Davenport is that toward Gov. Hill in his own 
tity, Elmira. The bitterest fight that has been 
witnessed in years is in progress in that city, 
and a large part of its bitterness is due to the 
prevailing animosity against Gov. Hill. Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans alike are aroused 
against him. So intense is the feeling that 
Goy. Hill has been compelled to return 
to Elmira and personally superintend the move- 
ments of his ward workers. He has found it 
necessary to draw heavily upon the campaign 
funds uf the State Committee to pay for the 
extra work and the extra votes which are to 
constitute his ** indorsement by hisown home.” 


The purchasable vote which he has handled for 
years witb satisfaction to himseif and in direct 
violation of the lawsof the State has got the 
impression that the Governor has a heap of 
mouey at his disposal, and it proposes to make 
vice expensive by compelling him to pay a 
larger sum than ever before for every ballot 
thathe obtains in thismanner. It is safe to say 
that the Governor will be found to-day engaged 
in every ore of bis old practices except that of 
personally purchasing votes at the polls. The 
charge that he was a buyer of votes at the polis 
is one, by the way, which neither his State Com- 
mitteemen nor the Democratic newspapers who 
are supporting him bave ever undertaken to 
refute, The people of his own city are very 
well aware of its truth,and it is only one of 
many arguments why they wil! vote against bim 
for Governor. 

The election of Gov. Hill would bring Tam- 
many and its horde of spoilsmen once more to 
the surface. It would give them a controling 
voice in State affairs and in matters of local 
legislation. The County Democracy in its ap- 
peals to voters outlines the situation very blunt- 
iy in the circular sent out by its officers yester- 
day. Itsays: 

** Will you reinstate Tammany Hall with her record 
of the 1 weed robberies, of Keliy’s treasons, of opposi- 
tion tothe reform of Samuel J. Tilden and of Grover 
Cleveland, of despotic bossism, and of betrayal of pub- 
lic duty for personal advantage ?”’ 

A vote for David B. Hill is a vote for the res- 
toration of Tammany to power. 

Election returns will be received at the Repub- 
ican State Committee’s headquarters in the 
Gilsey House to-night. A wire runs direct from 
the Western Union Office into the headquarters. 

The Anti-Monopoly League has sent out cir- 
culars relating Hill’s support of Fisk & Gould’s 
measures, and asking for suppert of Davenport 
from all the members. The Republican plat- 
form, the circular states, recognizes the princj- 
Plesof the league, which the Democrats re- 
fused to recognize when they obtained power. 
Ex-Senator Boyd, John F. Heury, and other 
well known Anti-Monopolists sign the circutar. 

H. Clay Hall, Commander of the Grand Army, 
bas sent out a circular announcing the efforts of 
C. W. Miller and others to array the soldiers 
against the Republicanj{ticketas based on willful 
misrepresentation of tacts. 

The Rev. Lyman Abbott has made a strong ap- 
peal to Prohibitionists not to vote for the third 
party moyement, as it only helps the Democrats. 

The Democratic State Committee has for two 
days been denying the Elmira story that ap- 
peared in THE Times of last Friday. The esen- 
tial points of the story are these: Father J. J. 
Bioomer, who for 15 years has been Pastor of St. 
Patrick’s Church in Elmira, says that David B. 
Hill is a tricky politician who uses corrupt 
methods in politics; that he is a demagogrue, and 
that his double dealing with the Irish of Che- 
mung County entitles him to the scorn of the 
voters of that nationality. These facts cannot 
be denied. Father Bloomer has the respect and 
confidence of the community in which he dwells. 
Unfortunately the same thing cannot be said of 
the Governor.

TRADING FOR VOTES. 
HILL’S TREACHERY LIKELY TO COST HIM 

DEAR IN HIS OWN COUNTY. 

Biurra, N. Y., Nov. 2.—Gov. Hill’s head- 

quarters here were the scene of the most lively 
times to-day. Froman early hour — from 
all parts of the county wended their way to the 
Governor’s office, and by 10 o’clock the entrance 
to the building was packed with men anxious to 
pay their respects to the Governor, and to re- 
ceive * respects” or something in return. About 
noon there was much dissatisfaction in the 
front rooms of the offices, and an open rupture 


seemed imminent, until the Governor came to 
the rescue, and the “* kickers’’ were taken into a 
back room and their grievances satisfactorily 
adjusted. This last move broke up the pro- 
gramme to some extent, as the city workers 
were supposed to have been taken care of at the 
matinées held by the Governor yesterday and 
the Sunday before, and the pile of “ persuasion”’ 
sutfered to some extent by the second deal. 

To-dav’s work at the Governor’s headquarters 
Was the reception of workers from the country 
and colored voters who refused to attend the 
levee to which they were invited by Col. Gillette, 
the Governor’s private secretary, iast Friday, 
and to whom a last appeal was to-day sent by 
his Excellency. Eight colored voters putin an 
appearance, six of whom accepted the terms, 

‘and gave the whole thingaway. A special effort 
to get new men from the country interested in 
Hili’s behalf proved a miserabie failure, only 
three persons Calling, and they only for the pur- 
pose of upbraiding the Governor for trying to 
swap off everybody on the Staté, Senatorial, and 
county tickets for his own benefit. ‘his trio, 
having received Hill's circular boasting of the 
enormous appropriations for Chemung Goanty, 
to the detriment of the taxpayers of the State, 
as taxpayers saw thefraud and determined to 
oppose Hill on that account. 

The ticket bureau was the scene of' much 
activity, and several men who Jive on “ wind- 
falls” at elections fouud empioyment in folding 
borus tickets for the city. ‘These tickets con- 
tain the names of every Republican on the State 
ticket except Davenport, Hiil’s name being sub- 
stituted for his, and they are to be exclusively 
used by the Governor's managers at the polls. 

Local Democratic candidates have been 
swapped in open market, and the worse revolt 
ever witnessed in politics in Chemung County 
has been observed to-duy. Hill’s treachery was 
openly proclaimed in tront of his office many 
times to-day,and threats of vengeance were 
made in loud and angry tones that his rfidy 
would cost him many hundred vyotesin Elmira. 
Explanations of Hili’s pzifishness by his hench- 
men only brought the reply that everybody had 
aright to look out for himselfand Hill didn’t 
propose to ** get left.” 

The Hancock Veteran Legion, an organization 
composed of Democratic ex-suidiers, is in open 
revoit on account of Gov. Hill’s neglect to rec- 
ognize the soldiers and his readiness to spuin 
them whenever an opportunity was presented. 
One of the’ most prominent members of the 
Hancock Legion said to-niyht that he bad al- 
ways been a strong Hill man, but when he came 

to view the Governor's hatred of the soldiers 
neither he nor a vast majority of the Democratic 
ex-soidiers would vote for a soldier bater. 

** Why.” said another soldier, an ex-State Dem- 
ocratic officeholder, ** look at the men whom Hill 
has appointed to office, ana not one of them ever 
shouldered a gun or smelied burned powder.

WILEESBARRE, Penn., Nov. 2.—President 
Cleveland passed through this city on a special 
train at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon, on his way 


to Buffalo. There was a large crowd in waiting 
at the station, and upon the arrival of the Pres- 
ident’s car there were cries for “Cleveland ! 
Cleveland!" Inresponse the President stepped 
out upon the rear platform and acknowledged 
the welcome by lifting his hat. While the train 
remained in the station he was kept busy shak- 
ing hands with those who were fortunate enough 
to get near him. 


Exvmrra, N. Y., Nov. 2.—President Cleve- 
land passed through here at 8 o’clock to-night 
in the private car Minerva of the Lehigh Vailey 
Railroad Company. The 96 miles from Wilkes- 
barre to Sayre, Penn., were made in 2 hours and 
25 minutes. ‘he train will run through to Buf- 
falo without change of eugines and only stop- 
ping once tor water. It is expected that the 
time made from Philadelphia will prove as fast 
as that made viathe Philadelphia and Erie and 
the Buffalo, New-York and Philadeiphia Rail- 
roads, which would be a wonderful record con- 
sidering the much greater distance. Wilson 8. 
Bissell, of Buffalo, the law partner of Mr. Cleve- 
land, and A. W. Stedman, Chief Engineer of the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad, were the only persons 
in the car with the President. 

President Cleveland reached Buffalo at 12:20 
A. M. At every station crowds gathered. At 
Darien fireworks were burned. There was no 
unusual gathering at the Buffalo station. The 
President was in remarkably good spirits. He is 
Mr. Bissell’s guest. He will vote in the Second 
District of the Ninth Ward, and probably leave 
Buffalo for Washington at5 P. M. to-morrow.

SIX SAILORS DROWNED. 
A BOILER EXPLODES AND COMPLETELY 

WRECKS A STEAM DREDGE. 5 
NeEw-Lonpown, Conn., Nov. 2.—A terrible 
calamity, by which six lives were lost, occurred 
inthe race on Sunday night, caused by the ex- 
plosion of the boiler of steam dredge No. 4 of the 
Atlantic Dredging Company, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
The dredge has been employed on Providence 
River for four years, and 1n company with a 
water tank left Providence for New-York at 





9:15 Sunday morning in tow of the tug 
C. C. Waite, Capt. Tweedy. In order to 
keep the bilge clear the steam pumps 


on the dredge were kept at work. Just 
before midnight,when nearing Race Rock Light, 


Capt. Tweedy, who was at the stern of the tug, 
noticed a moving light on the dredge and 
heard a voice, but could not distinguish 
the words. A minute later he heard 
an explosion on the dredge, and saw fire 
and smoke and steam. The dredge sank imme- 
diately, and the stern of the tug was drawn 
under water before the hawsers could be cleared. 
The Waite was immediately put about, but 
no trace of the dredge. her crew, or the 
water tank could be found. After search- 
ing in the vicinity for half an hour the tug 
headed for this harbor, arriving in the teeth of 
the easterly gale that prevailed. As soon us the 
storm subsided the Waite again went out to the 
Race in the hope of finding the dead bodies of 
the unfortunate men who went down with the 
dredge, but nothing could be found, not even a 
floating piece of the dredge. The tug returned 
to port this evening. - . 

he names of the men on the ill-fated craft are 
not fully known. As far as can. be learned they 
were: Capt. Robert Kent, Mate Strobs and bis 
brother, the steward, of Providence; a deck- 
hand known as * Sandy;” the fireman, whose 
name could not be ascertained, and a Providence 
man, who was working bis passage to Brooklyn, 
When the dredge left Providence a large New- 
foundland dog was on board. To-night two 
young men at Black Point, seven miles from 
ere, saw the dog swim to the shore and drop 
exhausted. This is probabiy the only living 
thing that survived the explosion. The distance 
from the place where the dredge went down to 
where thejdog landed is 12 miles. cal 








A LIVELY SWORD CONTEST. 
Sawn Francisco, Nov. 2.—An interesting 
mounted sword contest took place yesterday 
afternoon at Woodward's Gardens between 
Duncan C. Ross, the well known athlete, and 
Capt. E. N. Jennings, late of the Eighth Royal 


In a match between the men last 
April Ross was so seriously wounded that the 
contest had to bestopped. The match yester- 
day was bitterly contested, the men being 
closely matched. On the twentieth attack Jen- 
nings dealt a tremendous blow that dislocated 
Ross’s elbow. The latter gnashed his teeth and, 
_ reece his sword in his left hand, advanced on 
ennings with such vigor and address that fora 
few ~oments the Hussar was nonplused. The 
contest continued for three more assaults, when 
Jennings was declared the victor by one point. 








AN EXPRESS AGENT ROBBED. 

De Leon, Texas, Nov. 2.—P. S. Banner, a 
railroad and express agent, returned home from 
a church entertainment Saturday night, and had 
partly undressed, when he went to his front door 
to close it. He was met by two masked men, 
who informed him that they had business with 
him at the station, and he was also told that his 
family would be guarded by one of them while 
he was taken to the office by the other. Arriving 
there, he was compelled to open his safe. The 
amount taken was $1,250. After the money was 
secured Mr. Banner was told to come out of the 
office, the robber backing from him some dis- 
tance and then running 0 yards, when he was 
joined by another comrade, ani together they 
made good their escape. There is no clue to 
their identity. 








A DOCTOR CONVICTED. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 2.—One night in the early 
part of August last a policeman found James H. 
Thompson, a Pittsburg medical student, em- 
ployed in the lying-in hospital of Dr. Benjamin 
L. Coiwell, in Calumet-avenue, in this city, leav- 
ing an infant babe on the steps of the Michael 
Reese Hospital. Dr. Colwell refused to go bail 
for the young man, and Thempson told the po- 
lice that he left the child there by direction of 
hisemployer. Dr. Colweil was arrested on the 
charge of cruelty to an,infant, tried to-day, and 
convicted. The doctor denied that. he knew 
anything of the child placed on the hospital 
steps by Thompson. The child did not die, but 
wus shown to have been insufficiently ciad 
when exposed, and to have been chilled through 
by the night winds.

TWO VESSELS WITH CORN ASHORE. 

Cuicaeo, Nov. 2.—The steamship W. T. 
Graves and her consort, the schooner George W. 
Adams, are asbore on North Manitou Island, and 
leaking badly. The Graves and Adams left 
Chicago for Buffalo last Friday laden with 125,000 
bushels of corn. Their cargoes were shipped by 
Bensley Brothers and Irwin Orr & Co., and were 
insured for $65,000, the policies being placed in 
nearly every company engaged in cargo under- 
writing in this city. The vessels belong to Wil- 
son’s Line of Cleveland, and are owned by M. D. 
Carrington, of Toledo. The Graves is valued 


at $32,000, and the Adams at $45,000. Both are 
believed to be insured in the Hull pool. 


GOV. WETMORE BRINGS A SUIT. 

Newport, R. I., Nov. 2.—Counsel for 
Gov. Wetmore has brought suit for damages 
against Josiah M. Fiske,a New-York million- 
aire, growing out of the action of the latter in 
constructing a dam across a natural drain which 
flows through Gov. Wetmore’s premises at 
Ochre Point, and empties into the land of Mr. 
Fiske. This was done after the Governor's re- 
fusal to divert the course of the drain, which he 
deemed not in accordance with his rights. Sevy- 
eral other millionaire cottagers are indirectiy 
interested in the suit. 

















A BRAKEMAN KILLED. 
New-Haven, Conn., Nov. 2.—Theodore 
McPherson, a brakeman on a New-Haven and 
Hartford freight train, was struck by a bridge 


at West Haven to-night and instantly killed. He 
fell under the cars. One leg and one hand were 
cut off, and hisskull was fractured. He came to 
the road from the Third-ayenue eievated road a 
t month ago. 





THE AFFAIRS OF BRITAIN

MR. SPURGEON IN FAVOR OF DIS- 
ESTABLISHMENT. 

THE UNION OF CHURCH AND STATE UN- 
SCRIPTURAL—EFFORTS TO SUPPRESS 
BOYCOTTING—MR. STEAD’S TRIAL. 

Lonpon, Nov. 2.—The Rey. Mr. Spur- 

geon has written a letter for publication, in 
which he refutes a statement of the orators who 
speak in defense of the Episcopal Church, im- 
puted to him, and says that while he wishes the 
church well, and that it will make the best ar- 
gument it can, he considers the union of Church 
and State unscriptural, fraught with countless 
evils, and ar injustice toward Dissenters, and 
therefore it ought to be discontinued. In con- 
clusion he gays: ‘I am not disposed to handle 
the questioh with bitterness and cannot regret 
the impending change.” 
The Irish Defense Union held its first meeting 
in London to-day. The Earl of Bandon was 
eiected Chairman, and an Executive Committee 
was chosen comprising 3 Dukes, 4 Marquises, 14 
Earls, a score of Lords and Viscounts, and many 
members of the House of Commons and other 
prominent gentiemen. It was announced that 
large sums of money had already been sub- 
scribed without solicitation for the suppression 
of boycotting. 

The Indian Government’s ultimatum has 
arrived at Mandalay. It is expected that the re- 
ply of the Burmese Government will reach Ran- 
goon by Nov. 8 Major-Gen. Dalrymple Pren- 
dergast, commander of the Burmah expedition- 
ary force, will take an advanced position on the 
8d inst. All communications with Upper Bur- 
mah bave ceased. 

British residents in Morocco have sent a peti- 
tion to the Marquis of Salisbury stating that the 
English Government’s representatives in Mo- 
rocco continue to disrezard their interests, and 
that they intend to ask tie protection of a for- 
eign power until their grievances are redressed. 

The Yorkshire colliers have decided to strike 
if their demand for an advance of 15 per cent. in 
wages is not granted. It is probable that the 
conterence of miners to be held at Manchester on 
Wednesday will result ina general strike in the 
Midiand counties, which will affect between 174,- 
000 and 200,000 colliers. 

The further hearing of evidence in the trial of 
Mr. Stead and the other defendants in the Arm- 
strong abduction case was resumed to-day. 
Mrs. Jarrett was again put in the witness box, 
but she persistently declined to make any fur- 
ther revelations respecting the case. Mrs. Jo- 
sephine Butler and Prof. Stuart testified for the 
defendants. Mrs. Butler testified that she, Mr. 
Stead, Mr. Scott, the City Champerlain, and Mrs. 
Booth nad jointly guaranteed £200 to pay Mrs. 
Jarrett for procuring girls. Mr, Stead sad that 
the Pall Mall Gazette had paid £400, the cost of 
the secret commission. Mrs. Jarrett told bim 
that Mrs. Ann Broughton kept a brothel, and 
that the mother of Elza Armstrong was a drunk- 
ard and had twice asked her to take Eliza. Mr. 
Stead then took the witness stand. He testified 
that Mrs. Butler told him that he might implicit- 
ly trust Mrs. Jarrett, and he had no reason to 
suspect her of abduction or obtaining money 
from him by false pretenses. His testimony 
was in substance the same as that given in his 
statement at the magisterial examination. He 
confessed that the statement of the /all Mall 
Gazette, that he could personally vouch for the 
truth of the ** Lily” story, was not strictly true, 
because he had relied in a measure on the asser- 
tions of Mrs. Jarrett, who had since equivocated 
in the witness box. Mrs. Jarrett was recalled, 
and confessed that she had lied when she testi- 
fied that sne ounce kept brothels at Manchester 
and Bristol, and declared that she was driven to 
lying by Sir Richard E. Webster, tbe Attorney- 
General. A number of members of the Salva- 
tion Army were mobbed as they were leaviog 
the courtroom at the close of the proceedings. 


Lonpon, Nov. 3.—The Daiy News this 
morning publishes an_ article on Ferdinand 
Ward, in which itcalls Ward the evil genius of 
Gen. Grant, and points out that his sentence was 
quite inadequate, as when his term shall have 
been served he will be at liberty to enjoy his 
millions.

THE BALKAN COMPLICATION. 

Nissa, Nov. 2.—This city has been de- 
nuded of troops, all having been sent forward to 
the front. The new Ottoman Minister bas hada 
long conference with King Milan. It is re- 
ported that the principal grievance of Servia is 
that she has expended her resources on railways 
which are useless until Bulgaria builds her lines 
of railway. 

VIENNA, Noy. 2.—The Tagblatt, com- 
menting on the speech of Count Kalnoky, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, on Saturday to the Del- 


egation says: “Count Kalnoky referred toa 
congress to follow the * abortive conference’ at 
Constantinople on the Roumelian imbroglio. 
The Delegation sits with closed doors, and the 
official report of its proceedings does not men- 
tion such a remark.” 

Two railway companies have been quietly or- 
dered by the War Office to prepare 2,000 wagons 
for the accommodation of the military transpor- 
tation department. 

It is reported that Russia secretly encourages 
Servia in the iatter’s bellicose attitude by hint- 
ing at possible Servian administration over Bos- 
nia. 

BERLIN, Noy. 2.—The North German Ga- 
zette, in an article to-day, sbarply warns Servia 
against provoking the Bulgarians. 


Lonpon, Nov. 2.—Lord Salisbury was at 
the Foreign Office to-day, and had interviews 
with Baron de Staal, the Russian Ambassador; 
Count Karolyi, the Austrian Ambassador, and 
Count Nigra, the Italian Ambassador, respect- 
ing the Balkan question. 


BELGRADE, Nov. 2.—King Milan and the 
general staff have arrived at Pirot. It is ru- 
mored that Bulgarians attacked the Servians at 
Tsaribrod, and that the Servians retreated, but 
afterward crossed the Bulgarian frontier. 


Soputa, Nov. 2.—The Bulgarian Govern- 
ment denies{the statements that Servians are 
being imprisoned in Bulgaria, aud invites the 
Servian agent here to inquire into and refute 
these grave charges against Bulgaria.

BAD FOR SHIPPING. 





A SEVERE STORM ALONG THE NEW-ENGLAND 
COAST. 

Boston, Nov. 2.—The storm of to-day 
was the severest of all that can be remembered 
in this harbor and along the shore. At 3 
o’clock this morning the wind was blowing al- 
most a hurricane, and throughout the fore- 
noon the gale lashed the waters of the 
harbor into a mass of foaming billows. Vessels 
lying at the ends of piers were particularly ex- 
posed, and all that could be worked into the 
docks were brought in. At Lewis’s Wharf the 
large ship Magellan parted one of her 
chains and moved 20 feet, being stopped 
by hawsers within 10 feet of the pier. 
The schooner Carrie CEasler parted her 
lines and was driven by the wind into an ad- 
joining pier, carrying away her own davits, 
crushing her boats, and at the same time break- 
ing the spanker boom of the bark Addie Carver, 
and finally jamming between the bark Edward 
L. Mabbery and the slip of the South Ferry. 


Here she lay pitching and rolling and badly 
chafing the sides of the Mabbery. The tug 
Elsie finally got a line to ber and towed her clear, 
and she was finally anchorea in mid-stream a 
complete wreck. Early inthe morning an un- 
known British schooner anchored on the flats, 
got adrift, collided with another vessel, and car- 
ried away her main boom. At11o’clock the 
tug Storm King arrived up from below 
with the bark R.A. Allen intow. Capt. Mc- 
Donald reported a tremendous sea running 
below. How heavy it was may be judged from 
the fact that the pilot would not allow his man 
to run the risk of regaining the pilot boat, and 
the tug brought both man and boat to the city. 
That this should happen inthe upper harbor 
is an extraordinary incident, and shows the 
tremendous force of the gale. Capt. McDonald 
reported a large fleet of vessels below, but there 
have been no accidents reported. At Jeffries 
Point, where numerous yachts ind other small 
craft are anchored, many boats were washed 
away from their anchorage. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., Nov. 2.—The storm 
was very heavy here and the sea higher than 
usual. The schooner Clara Fietcher, of Castine, 
Me., dragged her anchor and went ashore on 
Dolliver’s Neck, the sea making a complete 
breach over her. She will probably go to pieces. 
The crew were saved. She is loaded with shooks 
and potatoes. The cargo is insured but the ves- 
sel is not. Other vessels in the outer harbor were 
in danger, but nearly the whole tleet rode out 
the storm in safety. 


PORTLAND, Me., Nov. 2.—The storm here 
to-day was the most severe of any occurring 
since last January, the wind blowing a terrific 
gale. Considerable damage was done to trees. 
The harbor was full of shipping, and the utmost 
difficuity was experienced in keeping the anchors 
from dragging. The schooner Ellen M. Sawyer 

ut in here with the loss of two of her boats. 

t is reported that there are two vessels ashore 
near here—one on Trundy’s reef and the other 
rd Cape Elizabeth—but their names are not yet 
nown. 


Dover, N. H., Nov. 2.—The severest gale 
which has occurred in many years prevailed 
here to-day. Many trees and chimneys were 
blown down. There were several narrow es- 
capes from flying bricks and slates. The tele- 
graph and telephone lines suffered severely. It 
rained continuously from 6 A. M. to 12:45 P. M. 
The velocity of the wind at 1 o’clock was esti- 
mated at 70 miles per hour. 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Nov. 2. — The 
heaviest southeast gale known here for years 
swept this harbor this morning, the wind reach- 
ing a velocity of 45 miles an hour. . A fieet of 
about 150 sail of coaste's and fishermen, with 
the fishing steamer Novelty and the United 
States cutter Gullatin, were’ at ‘anchor in the 
harbor, and several collisions occurred. 
fishing schooner Elsie M. Smith, of Portland, 
dragged her anchor, - fouling the ° fishing 
schooner Polar Wave, of Gloucester, and carry- 


ing away both masts and the _ bowsprit 
of the Polar Wave. The Smith then 
cut her cables -and ran ashore near the 


steamboat dock. Her stern was badly damaged, 
and her main boom carried away. The schoon- 
er W. F. Miller, of Boston, dragged her anchor 
and went ashore near Cook’s Wharf, but will 
probably float off atthe next tide without sus- 
taining serious damage. The British schooner 
Volante and the schooner salloon, of Winter- 
port, dragged ashore on the flats, but will float 
at the next tide. Several other vessels dragged 
their anchors badly. The schooner Longwood 
fouled the schooner Emma Higgins at the rail- 
road dock, and the Longwvuou's jibboom was 
carried away. The fishing schooner Willie En- 
dix, of Provincetown, collided with the scnoon- 
er Charles Foster, and the Endix’s foremast and 
bowsprit were carried away. The schooner 
Oceanus lost an anchor. Several yachts and 
fishing boats were either sunk or dashed in 
pieces on the beach. 

New-Lonpon, Conn., Nov. 2,— The 
steamer Pilgrim was disabled by the storm on 
her trip from New-York last night, and put 
into New-London. The storm was the most 
severe on the Sound for many years.« 

The schooner Adeliza, Capt. Frisbee, with coal, 
from Hoboken for Bangor, collided on Saturday 
night with an unknown schooner near Watch 
Hill. The starboard quarter of the Adeliza was 
stove in and her mainsail and mainvoom were 
earried away. The schooner was beached on 
Fisher's Island, but the high wind and sea have 
lashed her to pieces. 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Nov. 2.—A heavy 
gale from the southeast prevails to-night in 
Nova Scotia and along the coast. The storm set 
in before dark, and has since been growing in 
severity. The velocity of the wind at the signal 
station on the Citadel to-night is nearly 40 miles 
an hour, and continues to increase. Numerous 
marine disasters will probably re-ult from the 
storm, butso far no reports of serious damage 
have been received. ‘ 


DENNISPORT, Mass., Nov. 2.—The schoon- 
er David K. Aitken, with coal, from New-York 
for South Yarmouth, parted her moorings and 
came ashore a mile to the westward of Bass 
River to-day, but will probably be floated.

BOGUS CHECKS. 
DIAMOND DEALERS SWINDLED BY A YOUNG 
MAN WHO HAD THE, ABLE ASSISTANCE 
2” OF A SMALL BOY. 


A tall young man, withsmall brown side 
whiskers, dida thriving business in the purchase 
of diamonds from several jewelry firms in this 
city and Brooklyn last week. Among the pur- 
chases he made was one of the value of $250 of 
Frederick P. Benedict; of Broadway and Cort- 
landt-street; one of $100 at E. B. Hayden’s, No. 
55 Nassau-street; one of $200at B. H. Davis's, 
No. 12 Maiden-lane; one of $55 at J. K. Seckle's, 
No. 41 Whitehall-street; one of $35 at 8. Adams 
& Co.’s, and one of $65 at B. F. Spink’s, No. 329 
Fulton-street, Brooklyn. In every case these 
diamonds were paid for in checks drawn by the 
Brooklyn Sand and Coal Company, or E. T. 
Churchill & Co.,on Watkins. Bro. & Co., bank- 
ers, No. 70 Broadway, New-York. The checks 
were dated at Windsor Terrace, Brooklyn. 

Late in the week these checks began to find 
their way into No. 70 Broadway for certification. 
To the cautious messenger who presented a 
check at alittle window in Watkins, Brother & 
Co.’s banking place an innocent looking youth 
invariably appeared, and with commendable alac- 
rity caused the checks to be certified in red and 
purple inks. To ali inquirers, however, Mr. 
Watkins was not in. Neither was the Bro. nor 
the Co. 

Some of the checks were cashed py the banks 
on Friday, and on Saturday there were clamor- 
ous calls for Watkins. An irate business man on 
Saturday morning rushed up to the little win- 
dow in the Watkins establishment and asked for 
Watkins, 

** Ain’t in,’ said the boy. 

*“ Where’s his brother, or some other one of the 
firm ?” 

* Ain't in,” returned the boy with imperturba- 
ble gravity. 

**Then cash this check.” 

“Cant’t doit. They ain’t in.” 

Before the day was over Detective Oates, of 
the First Police Precinct, was searching for 
Watkins with a warrant for his arrest on a 


charge of obtaining goods under false pretenses. 
Watkins was seen in a jewelry store late on Sat- 
urday afternoon, but was not molested. Yester- 
day he was found at No. 70 Broadway ana 
arrested. He gave his name as Frederick P. 
Watkins, alias Watkins, Bro. & Co., alias E. T. 
Churchill & Co., alias the Brooklyn Sund and 
Coal Company, and his piace of residence as No. 
15 Coney Isiand road, Brooklyn. At the Tombs 
Police Court he manifested an overweening 
anxiety to **makeit all right’ withthe men who 
had taken the boguschecks, and was remanded 
for examination. 

One of Benedict’s employes, who went over to 
Windsor 'Verrace to ascertain something of the 
purchaser of diamonds, said that the only evi- 
dences of a Sandand C:.al Company that he could 
see were a bill sand behind the house and two 
buckets of coal under the stoop. Watkins and 
Thomas J. Brady, the office boy, constituted 
the entire working force of the three firms. 
Watkins issued the checks and the lad certified 
them. The hoy was not arrested. Hayden & 
Benedict will make complaints against Wat- 
kins. It is expected that other bogus checks 
will be discovered in a day or two. 
Watkins wore a ninety-five dollar suit of clothes, 
which he had purchased with a bogus check 
from Rohdenburg, ot Fulton-street. ‘he people 
at No. 15 Coney Island rosd, Brooklyn, claimed 
to know nothing whatever of Watkins or his 
business. The office in which Watkins carried 
on business consisted of three rooms and was 
fitted up in the usual style of brokers’ offices.

STABBED BY A FELLOW CLERE.

A FATAL BLOW, CLAIMED TO HAVE BEEN 
ACCIDENTAL, WITH AN INK ERASER. 

Jeremiah B. Cunningham, a young clerk 


employed by H. L. Hobart, molasses dealer, of. 


No. 120 Front-street, stabbed and killed Samuel 
Chase, a fellow clerk in Hobart’s counting 
room, at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 
story of the stabbing is by no means clear. Cun- 
ningham himself says that he went past Chase’s 
desk to get an eraser to remove a blot of ink 
from a book and after getting the eraser made 
a lunge for some candy on Chase’s desk. Chase 
seized a ruler to drive him off and in moving out 
from his desk stepped off a raised platform and 
fell upon Cunningham who held_ the 
eraser in his hand. The eraser struck 
Chase _ on the breast, and, penetrating 
to nis heart, killed him almost instantly. This 
version of the affair is not corroborated. George 
MeGinnis, another clerk in Hobart’s, said that 
he was the only person’ present in the room 
when the stabbing occurred. His back was 
turned, and therefore be did not see the blow 
struck. He believes that the young men were 
scuffing, as he heara their steps rasping across 
the floor, but suspected nothing wrong until 
Chase cried out that hé was hurt. He declared 
positively that there was no ill feeling between 
the young men and that the stabbing was purely 
accidental, 

Cunningham was arrested by Officer Arnold 
and taken to the Old-slip station house. While 
the Sergeant was taking his statement an officer 
came in and said that Chase was dead. Cun- 
ningham’s lips twitched painfully and his eyes 
filled with tears. Cunningham is only 16 years 
of age. He lives at No. 245 East Fifty-titth- 
street, and is well spoken of by his acquaint- 
ances. Chase was 17 years old, and lived at No. 
307 East One Hundred and Twenty-fourth- 
street. He bore an excellent reputation.

About 
daylight Villareal lett his ranch, intending to 
escape into Mexico, but he was intercepted be- 
fore he could fain the other side, and was 
brought to Edinburg to-day. Indignation runs 
so high that it is probable the Mexican residents 
will lynch the prisoner.

A CASE OF SUPPOSED POISONING. 


SBR DIATE. 
FACTS IN CONNECTION WITH THE ILLNESS 
OF PROF. WHITE. 

PrirrssBuRG, Penn., Nov. 2.—Prof. White,’ 
of Duff’s College, is thought to have been 


poisoned. On Tuesday evening, Oct. 20, 
he was taken sick and has remained 
80 ever since. The symptoms were 


very like those inacase cf poisoning. The at- 
tending pnysicians have told the Professor and 
his wife that he;was suffering from congestion of 
the liver. The circumstances surrounding the 
case are very mysterious. A servant girl pre- 
pared the supper for Prof. White that even- 
ing and he ate a very hearty meal. Since 
his illness the girl has been discharged. 
All the circumstances point very strongly 
toward one important fact in support 
of the theory that Prof. White has been pois- 
oned. The servant girl employed in the White 
family was one of the three girls in service 
with the Deery family, in Allegheny County, 
whose little boy was poisoned a few months 
ago, for which crime Mary Allen is now 
serving a sentence in the Western Pen- 
itentiary. It is im connection with this 
affair that the illness of Prof. White is 
likely to bring about unexpected developments 
in the Mary Alien case. If Prof. White has 
been poisoned, there is reason to suppose that 
the poisoner of the little Deery boy is none 
other than the poisoner of Prof. White, and 
that in place of Mary Allen being guilty, 
another person was guilty of the deed for 
which she is undergoing punishment. Mr. 
Emanuel Deery was found at his store this 
morning. When asked about the servant 
girl at Prof. White’s he said: “ Yes, 
she is the girl that was living in my family at 
the time my little boy was poisoned. Her name 
is Bridget Morgan, and she came to Pittsburg 
from Dunbar, Penn. She came to my house on 
the Friday before the poisoning, The child was 
poisoned on Monday. The girl professed 
that she, too, had been _ poisoned. 
saw nothing, neither did my family, that 
would cause any suspicion to be directed against 
her. She left my house after the poisoning 
and went to live with Prof. White’s family. The 
girl has two sisters in this city, living out as 
domestics. I had heara of this case of Prof. 
White’s several days ago, and was interested 
in it. That was before anything was published 
about it. While I cannot but believe that Mary 
Allen was the poisoner in our family, yet, if this 
case deveiops into a poisoning affair, it would 
cause some doubt as to the guilt of Mary Allen. 
1 certainly wouid not want to see her punished 
oe The case is a peculiar one to say the 
east.’ 





FIGHTING THE SMALL POX. 





PUSHING VACCINATION AND OTHER PRE- 
CAUTIONARY MEASURES. 


MoNTREAL, Nov. 2.—The report of the 
Board of Health for October, just issued, shows 
an alarming increase in the number of deaths 
among the Catholics, and especially in the out- 
lying municipalities. The following is the re- 
port: Montreal Catholics, 125; St. Jean Baptiste, 
83; St. Cunegonde, 101; Céte St. Louis, 10%; St. 
Henri, 46; St. Gabriel, 12; Protestants through- 
out the district. 31. The total number of deaths 


for the month was 1,630, while the number in 
September was only 697, and in August 239. 

The Vaccination Committee have made con- 
siderable progress during the week. They visited 
5.187 houses and vaccinated 1,139 persons. The 
Harbor Commissioners at their lust meeting took 
energetic action with regard to preventing the 
spread of smalipox py vessels leaving port. A 
circular was addressed to the stevedores warning 
them against allowing any men not vaccinated 
to assist in loading and unloadingany vessel. lt 
was resolved that the pilots forand above the 
Harbor of Quebec and their families be re- 
quested to be vaccinat:d or revaccinated. as the 
case mav be, and toturnish proper certificates 
to that effect. 

Quite a large number Of persons to-day visited 
the tombof Mgr. Bourget, who is revered as 
a saint, and interceded for a cessation of the 
smallpox epidemic. To-day being All Souls’ 
Day, special services were held in the Catholic 
churches. 


Sr. Pavut, Minn., Nov. 2.—The continued 
existence of smallpox in the city causes the 
Health Department and physicians grave alarm. 
The cases are isolated, but the medical authori- 
ties agree that there is great danger of the dis- 
ease ne ing epidemic during the Winter. A 
health officer says that they are doing their best, 
and vaccination is going on every duy, but at a 
rate that will require several years to insure the 
city against the disease. 











A COLORED MAN CHOKED TO DEATAH. 

PETERSBURG, Va., Nov. 2.—A Republican 
meeting near Brandon Church, in Prince George 
County, on Saturday night, has cost the Repub- 
lican State ticket two votes. James Harvey and 
Lemuel Taylor were colored citizens of the coun- 
ty between whom there has been no good blood 
for some time past. They met at the meeting 
on Saturday and the old quarrel was renewed. 
Harvey was heard by a bystander to invite 
Taylor to settle their common differences at a 
lonely spot on the Brandon pike road, about 
two miles from the village. Taylor accepted 
the challenge. Nothing was thought of this 
verbal war by the participants in the 
meeting, and no effort was made _ to 
prevent the meeting. The meeting dispersed, 
and shortly before midnight Taylor and Harvey 
met at the appointed place. There was no wit- 
ness present to tell how the affair was conducted 
and who commenced the fight, but at an early 
hour Sunday morning Taylor was seen in the 
village by an acquaintance, who asked him why 
he wasup so early in the morning. ‘Taylor’s 
only reply was that he had promised to meet 
Harvey the night before. “*I bave left him 
where I met him,” he added, *‘and I don’t know 
whether he is dead or not.”” Harvey’s body was 
tound at the piace indicated by Taylor.

WITH MANY FATAL WOUNDS 


BRUTAL & MURDER. OF :A.« CHINA 
MAN‘IN SPRING-STREET. 
FOUND IN HIS RESTAURANT WITH HIS SKULL 
CRUSHED IN AND COVERED WITH STAB 
WOUNDS—THE POLICE BAFFLED. 
The basement of No. 142 Spring-street, 
on the corner of Wooster-street, has been used 
forthe past four months asa restaurant and 
sleeping apartment by Antonio Soloa, a China< 
man, whose real name is Chong Ong. The room 
is about 50 by 18 feet,anda few rough boards 
partition off a bedroom 6 by 10 feet, in which 
the only furniture was a bedand a trunk. A 
kitchen is formed in another part of the room: 
by the same means, 
The main room was devoted to the restau- 
rant. Tnere are four tables, accommodating 
about 30 people, and in one corner. next the 
kitchen, is a desk, the drawer of whicn is used 
asa money till. Over near the Wooster-street 
door is a small table, upon which a basin of 
water always stood. Onthe wails are numerous 
pictures of George and Martha Washington, 
while from the low ceiling hang two bird cazes, 
each occupied by acanary. The owner of the 
place, a man about 40 years of age, originally 
came to this country from Cuba, where he was 
a cigarmaker, and most of his customers are 
cigarmakers of that nationality, who work in 
the manufactories of Ghio & Rovira, at No. 161, 
and Stachelberg & Co., No. 154, South Fifth- 
avenue. 
Shortly after 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Thomas Daly, a peddier, who sold vegetables to 
Soloa, went down into the Chinaman’s place, 
but almost immediately rushed up again yelling, 
**Good God, there’sa dead man down there.” 
His cries attracted the attention of James 
Coughlin, a coal heaver, who was sitting on the 
other side of Wooster-street. Coughlin joined 
the peddler and the two men entered the res- 
taurant together. Everything was seen to be in 
confusion, and lying between a sofa, which was 
against the kitchen wall, and the tables on 
the Spring-street side of the room was the body 
ofamau. The upper part of his face bad been 
crushed by the blow of some heavy blunt instru- 
ment. From the nose up to the hair the head 
wasas soft as jelly. ‘The left eye had been 
gouged out and was lying in a pool of blood 
that had formed about the long black hair. The 
man’s shirt had been torn away from his neck 
during a struggle, and onthe naked chest that’ 
was thus exposed were 10 knife wounds. 

Near the voay wasa pile of old clothes, evi- 
dently belonging to the dead man, the pockets: 
of which had been turned inside out. Every- 
thing within 15 feetof wherethe man lay was 
spattered with blood,and the stove, which stood in 
the centre of the room, was dented as by a blow. 
Sticking to its side were matted hair and biood. 
By the side of the body, which was soon recog- 
nized as that of Soloa, was his own kitcher knife. 
The 15-inch blade was covered with biood, 
which, when the instrument was litted up, ran 
off the point. The blade was bent, as though it 
had been twisted around with terrible force ina 
wound,

hastened to the Prince- 
street station house, where they notified the 
police. Capt. McDonnell went back to the res- 
taurant with them. He found that the door 
had been broken open, and placed a guard over 
the place. Hethen sent for Coroner Messemer. 
When the latter arrived at 5:30 o’clock he ex- 
amined the room, and found that the till had 
been broken open and everything taken from 
it. On the floor were 18 cents, several of Soloa’s 
cards, some five and ten ceut checks of the 
Restaurant Commercial, Lee & Co&®, No. 101 
Maiden-lane, which Soloa had bought second 
hand,-and a file of receivted bills from grocers, 
bakers, and butchers. The little bedroom was 
turned topsy-turvy, the trunk had been broken 
open and the shirts and underelothing which it 
contained thrown over the bed. On top of 
everything lay the dead man’s vest, in the’ 
pocket ot which were his watch andchain. The 
water in the basin near the Wooster-street door, 
wus a dull red color, and the towel which lays 
near it was covered with bloody finger marks. 

Coroner Messemer held an autopsy immedi- 
ately. Both the frontal and occipital bones 
were fractured, the upper and lower jawbones 
and the nasal bone were crushed, while from 
three knife wounds on tne left side of the head 
portions of the brain were oozing. On the leit 
side of the chest were 10 knife thrusts extend- 
ing fromthe third to the eighth rib. Ali these: 
ribs were cutthrough. One of these cuts pene- 
trated completely through the heart, while two 
others went through tne lungs and touched the 
beart. The diaphragm was severed, and the’ 
liver and intestines had been reached‘ by the’ 
blade. The hands had been cut evidently while 
Solua was endeavoring to gain possession of the 
knife. After the autopsy: was compieted the 
bod¢y was turned over to Undertaker Kennedy, 
of No. 240 South Fifth-avenue, who has been in- 
structed by the Chinaman’s triends among the 
cigar manutactories to bury it to-morrow. 

Detectives Moran and Saveracoll, of the 
Righth Precinct, and Detective Sergeant Owen 
Huley, of the Central Office, were put on the 
case, but not the slightest clue from which to 
trace the murderer could be discovered, Pat-) 
rick Ryder, who keeps the plumber’s store on} 
the ground floor of the buiidine, heard a noise’ 
of crashing glass at 2:20 o’clock. and sent his’ 
boy out to discover the trouble. The boy looked 
up and down the street, and then Kyder did the 
same, but saw nothing unusual, Half an hour 
later he was told of the murder. 

Julius Dichon, a Chinaman in the employ of 
Ghio & Rovira, ate his lunch in Soloa’s place at 
noon, and several people saw Soloa lock his 
doors and go out about 1 o’clock. Dichon saya 
tbat Soloa had a considerable sum of money ini 
the chest in his room, and it is surmised that 
when he returned he found a man ransacking 
this room, and immediately engaged in the 
struggle which resulted in his horrible death. 
It is probable that the murderer, interrupted im 
his work by the entrance of Soloa, went back to 
his job after the murder, for blood was found 
on all the articles in the bedroom. The cards 
and papers in the till were also marked with 
blood drops, 

George C. Farrar, of the coal yard across the 
street, went to his lunch at 1] o’clock, and at that 
time the restaurant was locked up and quiet. 
Upon his return at 2:20 he was told of the mur-~ 
der. It is hardly possible that the murderer 
could have got through the struggle without 
staining his cjothes, and yet he did not change 
them, but wore them outintothestreet. Ail 
the clothing in the room was identified as be< 
longing to the dead man, and all of it had beem 
xearched before being thrown on the floor. 
With what instrument the terrible blows on the 
head which Soloa must have received were 
dealt, and which fractured bis skuli into over 74 
pieces, the police cannot surmise. In tact they; 
are as yet completely in the dark as to the crime.| 

Soloa had no relatives in this city, and he did 
ali the work in the restaurant himself, acting ag 
cook and waiter and keeping his own books. 
He attended strictly to his business, rarely 
leaving ‘his restaurant and keeping it open far 
into the night. He was well liked by those of 
his neighbors who came in contact with him, 
and they regarded him as shrewd and enterpris- 
ing in a business way. A curious crowd sur- 
rounded the place during the day and evening, 
spending their time in gossip and conjecture as 
to the crime, and eagerly asking the police for 
any scraps of information they could give.

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AYING THE LAST HONORS 


ESCORTING GEN. M°CLELLAN’S 
BODY TO THE GRAVE. 
QUIET SERVICES IN THIS CITY, ATTENDED 
BY ARMY COMRADES, AND INTERMENT 
IN RIVERVIEW CEMETERY, AT TRENTON. 
Drawn upin front of the Madison-Square 
Presbyterian Church at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning to keep the street clear for the passage 
of the funeral procession of Gen, George B. Mc- 
Clellan from the house of William C, Prime, No. 
88 East Twenty-third-street, to the church, was 
a force of 250 policemen, but it had little to do. 
The rain of the early morning, coupled with the 
known desire of Mrs. McClellan and her family 
that the funeral should be conducted with as lit- 
tle display as possible, had the effect of keeping 
away the crowd that was anticipated, and when 
the body was taken from the house there were 
more policemen who witnessed its departure 
than private citizens. People who happened to 
be passing stopped and stood with bared heads 
while the coffin was borne by them, but beyond 
this expression of sympathy there was no popu- 
lar demonstration. 
The body of Gen. McClellan, inclosed in a 
black cloth covered coffin, was exposed to view 
in Mr. Prime’s parlor to such of his old army 


comrades and personal friends as chose to look 
upon it until 9:30 o’clock. Fifteen minutes later 
it was borne on the shoulders of eight men to 
the nortb side of Twenty-third-street, and, pre- 
ceded by a delegation of the Military Order of 
the Loyal Legion, Gen. Molineux commanding, 
representatives of the old Irish Brigade, Capt. 
Cavanagh commanding, and committees of the 
Societies of the Army of the Potomac and the 
Army of the Tennessee; Bendix Post, No. 402, 
and Robert Anderson Post, No. 58, G. A. R., was 
taken to the church, a few steps away around 
the corner. When the head of the escort reached 
the doors of the building it stopped and formed 
a deuble line, through which the coffin was 
borne, the veterans standing with bared heads 
and downcast eyes. Following the casket were 
the pall bearers, &. L. M. Barlow, Gen. William B. 
Franklin, of Hartford, Conn.; the Hon. Henry 
OC. Kelsey, Gen. W. 8. Hancock, Gen. Fitz John 
Porter, Col. Edward H. Wrivrht, of Newark; 
Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, of Washington; Wiil- 
iam C. Prime, Gen. Joseph W. Alsop, Gen. Mar- 
tin T. McMahon, Gen. Anson G. McCuok, Abram 
8. Hewitt, John T. Agnew, and Thatcher M. 
Adams. Mrs. McClellan, ber son and daughter, 
and the mourners were driven to the church in 
carriages, and met the procession at the door. 

The church was crowded before 10 o’clock, the 
hour set for the services, and when the Rey. 
Charles H. Parkhurst and the Rev. Dr. Whita- 
ker, of Orange, N. J., headed the procession 
down the central aisle, the great congregation 
rose and stood reverently while a funeral march 
was executed on the organ. The coffin was de- 
posited on a bier at the foot of the pulpit. On 
the lid rested a wreath of laurel caught up with 
a bow of purple, and a palm ieaf. In front ofthe 
pulpit,at the head of the cofflin,stood a large floral 
device representing the American flag, crossed hy 
a sbeathed sword, the upper corner of the em- 
blem being draped in crape. A_ pillow with the 
inscription, **Honor et Patria,” which stood at 
the footof the flag, completed the florai dis- 
play. The services in the church were of the 
simplest description, and occupied altogether 
less than half an hour. Dr. Parkhurst read ap- 
propriate passages of Scripture, and the choir 
sang “ Jesus, lover of my soul.”* Then Dr. Park- 
hurst made a brief prayer,and Dr. Whitaker 
read the hymn, “Oh, mother, dear Jerusa- 
lem, when shall I come to thee?” which 
Was sung by the choir, and Dr. Parkhurst 
pronounced the benediction. The coffin was 
borne from the church and placed ina hearse, 
and the family and immediate friends of Gen. 
McClellan occupied 10 carriages. The repre- 
sentatives of the Loyal Legion acted as escort, 
and the modest funeral procession moved down 
Twenty-third-street to Fifth-avenue, to Four- 
teenth-street, to Broadway,to Canal-street, to 
the Desbrosses-Street Ferry, from which point 
it crossed to Jersey City. A special train took 
the body and the mourners to Trenton, N. J., 
where the interment was made.

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 2.—Trenton’s whole 
population turned out to-day to pay its tribute 
of respect to the memory of Gen. McClellen. 
The special train bearing the body and the fam- 
ily and pall bearers arrived at Ciinton-street sta- 
tion at 1:30 o’clock. The station an@ its vicinity 
for several blocks around was densely thronged 
with people. The business men, in answer to 
the request made by Gov. Abbett and the Mayor 
of the city, both of whom issued proclamations, 
closed their stores. Even the scholars of the 
public schools were dismissed for the day. The 
people not only lined all the thoroughfares to 
Riverview Cemetery, which is two and a half 
miles from the station, but also crowded every 
window and housetop along the route, There 
has been no such demonstration in New-Jérsey 
gince the gallant Phil Kearny was laid away. 
As the funeral procession threaded its way 
slowly to the cemetery minute guns were fired 
at the State Arsenal and every church bell in the 
city was tolled. Six members of Bayard Post, 
G. A. R., carried the coffin up the stee 
atthe station to the hearse. The pall bearers 
acted asanescort. On the lid of the coffin laya 
wreath of myrtle and some palm branches. 
The other floral designs filled a carriage 
which followed the hearse. Behind the 
pall bearers rode Mrs. McClellangjand her 
s0n and daughter and other relatives, and they 
were followed by the Mayor and Common Coun- 
ell of Trenton, the Young Meu’s Republican 
and Democratic Clubs of the city, Aaron Wilkes 
nd Bayard Posts, G. A. R.; the Page Literary 
Association of Philadelphia, of which Gen. Mc- 
Clellan was a charter member, and the Pennsyl- 
vania Commandery of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion. The members of all the associa- 
tions wore civilian’s dress. Among the distin- 

uished perscnages in the line were Senator 
een ov. Abbett, ex-Govs. Parker and Lud- 
low, nearly all the members of the State ju- 
diciary,and State Controller Anderson, Adjt.- 
Gen, Stryker, President Little, of the New-Jersey 
Central Road, and Gen, Hartranft, of Pennsy!- 
vania. 

Many houses along the route were draped and 
fiags were at half maston all the public and 
many private buildings. At the grave, which 
ison a knoll commanding a fine view of the 
Delaware, the services were brief and simple. 
The grave was lined with smilax and myrtle, 
chrysanthemums and rosebuds. The Rev. W. 
A. Markland, of Baltimore, a life-long friend of 
the McClellan family, consigned the body to Its 
rest, pronouncing only afew words of a eulo- 
gistic character. The Rev. John Hall, of this 
city, whose church Gen. Mcvlellan attended 
while he lived here, offered prayer, and the serv- 
ices were concluded, Cut flowers of every hue, 
brought from the McClellan home on Orange 
Mountain, were dropped on the coffin. Durin 
the interment the cemetery was filled wit 
people.

BLACKMAILING BY A CHICAGO°BUILDINGIN-: 


SPECTOR. 

CuicaGco,. Noy. 2. — Building Inspector 
and Professional Politician George Holt, whose 
inspection district includes the Fifth Ward, 
where he isa Democratic boss, seems to have 
been making as much out of his position as a 
man could without being lynched by his vic- 


tims. Investigations made by officials con- 
nected with the city’s Law Department show 
that for months past Holt has been levying 
tribute on the contractors and builders in his 
district in sums ranging from $5 ,toiMg$15 for 
alleged violations of the building law. As 
there has been a great deal of building going on 
in that quarter of the city, it seems Jikely that 


Holt's pickings will foot up into the thousands. 


It has been his custom to order builders to stop 
work on structures in course of erection on the 
ground that they were violating some of the 
building laws. A ‘tip’ slipped into his hand 
has caused the violation to vanish like magic 
and the work would go ahead. In addition to 
this Holt seems to have made a pretty penny by 
compromising fines imposea for violations of 
the lawsand by collecting and pocketing the 
fines themselves. Oases of this sort without 
number are set forth in affidavits collected by 
the city’s law officers and the substance of whic 
are printed to-day. A warrant for his arrest was 
sworn out this morning on the charge of embez- 
zlement, and Holt was arrested later in the day. 
Holt isa product of Carter Harrison’s adminis- 
tration. He used to be a Republican, but turned 
his coat in order to help elect Harrison. For 
this he was rewarded with the office of Building 
Inspector, having previously been a saloon 
keeper.

A TOUR FROM MEXICO TO ALASKA—THE 

GLORIES OF THE YELLOWSTONE PARK. 

The following extracts are made from a 
letter written by a gentleman in Sitka, Alaska, 
to a friend in this city: 

Sirka, Alaska, Oct. 14.—I have been up 
enjoying the cool air of Chilkat, Alaska, in a 
latitude of 59° 13’—somewhat of a change from 
New-York. On my arrival at Sitka one of the 
welcome things that greeted my eyes was gcopy 
of THe New-YorK Tres, and it was well 
worth a ten-dollar bill to see its long-familiar 
type. My mind wandered back to you, and I 
have determined to bore you with a letter 
while it is hailing and snowing without, ac- 
companied by a furious wind. Since leaving 
New-York a year since I have been enjoying 
myself traveling and sightseeing. 1 have trav- 
eled about the entire length of old Mexico 
remaining fora period in that wonderful spot 
the City of Mexico: most interesting it is with 
its fascinating history, its ancient cathedrals, its 
castles brimming over with legends, 1ts passes 
and canals, its noble drives, so different from 
any other place I have ever before seen. To 
spend amorning in one of its beautiful parks 
and hsten to the strains ot French operatic mu- 
sic and bask in the smiles of those Spanish beau- 
ties, the upper classes, as they stroll by in their 
charming costumes, with their pretty faces en- 
circled with lace: then the women of the poorer 
class as they come with jugs on their shoulders 
to get water at the fountain, their heads encom- 
passed with black shawls, each revealing a pair 
of penetrating black eyes as_ beautiful 
as the Lord can make them. On _ the 
other hand I witnessed the horrible bull 
fight—a most exciting scene—I never desire 
to see another. I had nosympathy for the bull 
fighter, and only pitied the bulls, but my heart 
failed me when the poor horses, blindfolded and 
not aware of their danger, were lifted bodily on 
the horns of the maddened beasts to fall to the 

round a lifeless, bleeding mass of quivering 

esh. That was enough for me, butI staid it 
out, and saw the whole affair. Ialsosatthrough 
the whole performance of the Passion Play. 

Since leaving Mexico I have been camping 
and hunting for several months in the Rocky 
Mountains. Glorious, indeed, it was—truly an 
enchanted life, every moment of it. Since then 
I have been in the Yellowstone National Park, 
the Wonderland, as it is called, and well it de- 
serves the name. Those geysers! No pen can 
fitly describe them. Picture to yourself a boil- 
ing, seething pool of water from 10 to 15 feet in 
diameter hurled in a mass heavenward some 200 
feet with a rush and roar and a positive tremor of 
the surrounding earth, your senses terrified with 
the moaning and clashing, as it were, of unseen 
waves just before its eruption. Mind cannot 

rasp it, words cannot fitit. It must be seen to 

appreciated. Theysay, ‘*See Naples and die.” 
Regarding the park and its geysers, I would 
rather say, ‘*See it and liveina fuller realiza- 
tion of the great land in which we live.” 

I had an intense desire to see Alaska, and am 
enjoying the month of October here, studying 
up its strange inhabitants, their curious ways 
and modes of living—a wild, odd-looking lot of 
Indians they are. I was permitted to be present 
ata kind of “ wake’ ut the hut of an Indian 
chief the other night. His reaily pretty daugh- 
ter, 18 years old, lay dead, and his people cave 
vent to their sorrow in howls and hideous 
yells, such as only an Indian can produce. 

had to give the “hand of fellowship” all 
around and to squat on the ground with 
the rest, all seated around a blazing fire. 
I endeavored to look mournful and to ooze out 
a tear, but [ waslooking at the pretty corpse 
most of the time. Most ofthe Indians blacken 
or paint their faces and make themselves look 
hideous. 

Have youever seen a lot of icebergs together ? 
Well, they make a beautiful scene—so blue and 
glistening in the sunlight. No photograph can 
convey any idea of their beauty. Then the gla- 
ciers are also beautiful. 

Ido not find the weather nearly as cold as I 
had expected. If you are fond of salmon fishing 
you omght to try Alaskan waters and the Colum- 
bia River, in Oregon. I have caught some 
noble fish within their boundaries. H. E. 8,

CLOSE OF A VERY SUCCESSFUL CHRISTIAN 
CONVENTION. 

NEwsouRG, N. Y., Nov. 2.—The Union 
Christian Convention,conducted by D. L. Moody, 
which opened at the Columbia Rink in this city 
on Saturday closed this evening. The evangelist 
gave an affecting farewell address, urging upon 
all the necessity of continuing the religious 
fervor and interest that had been awakened. 
The services of Sunday were very largely at- 
tended, over 38,000 persons, itis estimated, list- 
ening to each of Mr. Moody’s addresses. In the 
morning he delivered a powerful address to 


Christian workers. In the afternoon the rink 
was completely filled with ladies, who listened 
toa masterly presentation of the text * God is 
Love,’”’ by Mr. Moody. In the evening Mr. 
Moody spoke to the largest congregation of 
men that ever gathered at one timein the city. 
The text was, * Be not deceived. God 1s not 
mocked, for whatsuever a man soweth, that 
sha)l he also reap.” At the ciose of the services 
many expressed a desire for conversion in an 
extra meeting held at another church. 

This morning Mr. Moody delivered an address, 
in which he answered many questions pertain- 
ing to religion. This afternoon’s meetings were 
given up aimost wholly to work and talk for 
young men. During the services nearly $5,000 
was subscribed toward paying off the debt of 
$10,000 remaining upon the building of the New- 
burg Young Men’s Christian Association. It is 
estimated that as many as 15,000 persons have 
attended the meetings, thousands coming from 
out of town. Pastors of all the Christian 
churches of the city and members of ail have 
given Mr. Moody the heartiest encouragement 
and practical assistance during the convention. 
Mr. Sankey on Saturday sang several selec- 
tions from gospel hymns finely, but that even- 
ing was called away to his home. The Hey. 
George C. Needham will remain in the city and 
conduct a continuation of the revival services

AN IMPORTANT RULING REGARDING THE 


BONDS ISSUED BY THAT CITY. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 2.—in the Federal 
Court this afternoon Judge Wood gave an im- 
portant ruling on the Evansville bond cases, 
which have excited general attention on account 
of the allegation that the city of Evansville was 


trying to repudiate her just indebtedness, At 
various times during the last 15 years the city 
issued bonds to aidin the building of railroads, 
wharves, and other improvements, and also re- 
demption bonds, the total amount of them being 
about $1,500,000, which, in addition to the 
accrued interest, now amounts to about 
$1,80,000. The interest was paid regularly 
tor 10 years, up to 1883, when further 
payment was refused, and suit brought to en- 
force it. There were three casesinall. Augus- 
tus D. Post and the Portiand Savings Bank, 
whose bonds were issued under similar circum- 
stances and conditions, each brought suit. as 
did also William H. Moulton, who holds $60,000 
of the bonds issued for subscriptions to the 
stock of the Evansville, Henderson and Nash- 
ville and the Evansville, Cairo ana Paducah 
Railroad. Payment was resisted on the grounds, 
first, that the railway company was a foreign 
corporation; second, that the road did not 
touch Evansville, and, third, that the ;subscrip- 
tion was not made in accordance with law, that 
is, upon the petition of resident freeholders. 
The Judge overruled all these points and decided 
against the city. In the Post and savings bank 
cases, in which the right to issue redemption 
bonds is questioned, the court holds that the city 
has such aright, and sustains the demurrer to 
the answer tothe complaint. The amount in- 
volved in the Post case is about $175,000 and in 
the other $900,000. hese decisions are on_de- 
murrers which involve the real issues. Their 
effect is that the city must pay the interest on 
her bonds and the bonds themselves. 


THE MELLEN CONSPIRACY. 
Boston, Nov. 2.—The Grand Jury to-day 


considered the Mellen-Coolidge conspiracy mat- 
ter. Chief Inspector Hanscom and Mr. Schles- 
inger, clerk of the Revere House; ‘** Boz’? Cobb, 
James Donahue, alias ‘* John Bull,”’ and Inspect- 
ors Gerraughty, Watts, and Houghton testified. 
The entire morning session was occupied with 
this case,and the jury did not finish it until 
recess at2o’clock. It is believed that a bill has 
been found against Mrs. Coolidge and Mr. Mellen, 
but definite information cannot be obtained. It 
is quite improbable, if sucn is the fact, that the 


Governor will issue requisition papers until he 
has fully examined the facts in the case. 








THE INCINERATION OF THE DEAD. 
Burra, N. Y., Nov. 2.—The project 
for the incineration of dead bodies, which, by 


the erection of a crematory, is soon to be tested 
in this locality, is meeting with considerable op- 
position. Bishop Coxe preached at St. John’s 
Church last evening toa very large congrega- 
tion on the subject of “ Christian Burial,” giv- 
ing his views in opposition to cremation. His 
text was St. John’s description of the burial of 
Christ, He claimed that incineration was re- 
pugnant-to Christian civilization.

STARVATION ADDED TO THE BRUTALITIES 
PRACTICED AT FORT MYER. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 2,—It is not known 
here whether Gen. Hazen obtains Congressional 
reports on his management of the Weather 
Bureau, as he endeavored recently to geta re- 
view of a book, but it is evident that he feels 
sure of his case inthe hands of Senator Allison, 
for he isreported as saying that Mr, Allison’s 
committee, after spending two years in investi- 
gation of the Signal Service, will not advise 
that its military character be dropped, but 
will undoubtedly recommend at the coming 
session that it be maintained under military con- 
trol. ** That,” he says, “‘will settie the whole 
thing and will putastop to all such efforts.” 
Mr. Butterworth, who will be in Congress, and 
who is smarting from the insult put upon him 
by Hazen’s subordinates at Fort Myer, may be 
expected to be opposed to Gen. Hazen. He 
knows all about the discussion over Hazen’s 
missionary service about the country. In the 
Forty-seventh Congress, where that discussion 
took place, Mr. Butterworth was of some assist- 
ance in making excuses for Hazen. 

Reports that have been in circulation con- 
cerning the bad state of affairs at Fort Myer 
among enlisted men find strong corroboration 
in the story told by First Class Private John J. 
O’Connor, of the Signal Corps. He has em- 
ployed an attorney to take charge of his com- 
pliint. Hesaysinit thathe enlisted and went 
through the school at Fort Myer two years ago, 
and was then sent as meteorological opb- 
server and telegraph operator to Fort As- 
siniboine, Montana, for 16 months, making 
in the last six months of his _ service 
there a record of 98 per cent. of predictions 
verified, the highest record, he claims, made in 
the service during that time. O’Connor says 
his health broke down from overwork, and in 
June last he was called to Fort Myer for medical 
treatment. Since his arrival at the fort he says 
he has had to do degrading and laborious work 
from 6:30 A.M. until 5:30 P.M. every day, contrary 
toarmy regulations. He had asked foracourt of 
commissioned officers to investigate his griev- 
ance and it had been denied. He has 
no time, he says, for study, rest, or recreation, 
and is treated as a slave or convict, being denied 
the use of a table to write upon ora chair to sit 
upon. He is obliged, hesays, to work out under 
rain and has no fire or artificial heat in his room 
to prevent his contracting rheumatism. The 
food served in the mess, he says, is so limited 
in quantity and poor in a that he 
is obliged to expend hal his monthly 
pay in order to obtain comfortable 
meals. O'Connor some time ago was court- 
martialed and fined one month’s pay for being 
absent without leave. After that he was ordere 
to service with what is known as the permanent 
company at the fort, composed of men enlisted 
as privates without examination, who do the 
manual work aboutéthe fort. For the last 
seven weeks, he says, he has had to work 10 
hours a day in the vegetable gardens and clean- 
ing up, sawing wood or engaged in some other 
laborious occupation, although he enlisted 
as a meteorological observer. He says he 
has applied for his discharge and been 
refused. He says while the rations served 
might besufficient fora man ata military post 
who had nothing to do they are not sufficient 
foraman who has to work asalaborer. He 
ekes out his rations by paying $9 a month out of 
his pay of $17 a month to a person in the neigh- 
Barend who supplies him with food. The men, 
he says, have to spend a good deal of time sweep- 
ing the roads with brooms and making them 
look nice when the President rides out there, as 
he frequently does. “l want young men to 
know,” says O’Connor, ‘the real state of the 
Signal Corps, what it is, and what they may ex- 
pos it it, and not to enlist under a delusion 
as id.”

The betting is almost exclusively confined to 
the bookmakers, the clerks of the various hotels 
in the betting region declaring that hardly a bet 
has been made within the hotels. On the local 
ticket the wagers are almost entirely confined 
to the Shrievalty, Grant being the favorite at 
about $100 to $80. For several days past White 
has been losing ground. According to the bet-

CLOSING THE TABER TRIAL 


ALL THE TESTIMONY IN THE CASE 
NOW SUBMITTED. 
SCRAPS OF EVIDENCE GIVEN BY A LARGE 
NUMBER OF WITNESSES AND HEARD 
BY THE USUAL CROWD. 

Boston, Nov. 2.—The lawyers in the Ta- 
ber divorce case managed to get in all their tes- 
timony to-day, and to-morrow they will inform 
the court whether they will submit the case 
without argument or proceea to argue it at the 
convenience of the Judge. There were the usual 
scenes to-day, the crowd in waiting before the 
doors were opened, the rush for seats, and the 
throng of women in the audience sitting out the 
entire session, following the evidence with eager 
interest. Mr. Butterworth, Mrs. Taber's coun- 
sel, had no, further direct testimony to putin, 
and Lawyer Dickinson for the other side began 
at once his evidence in rebuttal. 

Several witnesses testified to Mr. Taber’s 
treatment @ his wife, which all agreed was as it 
should be. Dr. Saunders, the family physician, 
was on the stand for a time. Officer Warren 
was again questioned about Mrs. Taber’s dress 
when the arrest was made at the Derne-street 
house. There was testimony respecting the 
weather on that August evening to sustain the 
point that it was not particularly oppressive. 
Experts In handwriting were examined, and tes- 
timony upon sundry other points was heard. 

James M. Queerin, the first witness, who had 
lived in the same house with the Tabers on Colum- 
bus-avenue, testified that Mr. Taber’s treatment 
of his wife, as far as he observed it, was very 
kind, and George W. McPherson, who followed, 
testified inasimilar way. Dr. Charles W. Saun- 
ders, the family physician, denied that there was 
talk of an improper operation upon Mrs. Taber 
before her paby was born. There was no men- 


tion whatever of the subject. He never advised 
certain pills for Mrs. Taber, and never gave an 
oral prescription. Heconsulted with Dr. Cushing 
about Mrs. Taber's condition, and talked with him 
about an operation to hasten the natural action. 
He made the ordinary and regular charges for 
his examinations. Counsel for Mrs. Taber here 
said there was no claim that the physicians 
did anything improper. Dr. Saunders also testi- 
fied to the kindly treatment of his wife by Mr. 
Taber. 

Dr. Cushing was called, but was excused, as it 
was decided that his evidence was not neces- 
sary. Ambrose 8. Taber, brother of the libel- 
lant,and E. H. Ellis, of Medfield, testified that 
Mr. Taber was in Medfield at the time that a wit- 
ness had previously testified that he was in this 
city. John Pendergast, a blind man, at whose 
house Mr, Taber Jodged for a time, testifled that 
Mr. Ruffin, the previous witness, saw Mr. Taber 
there, not the week testified, but the week after. 

Then Officer Warren, who made the arrest at 
the Derne-street house, was recalled. He testi 
fied that the white skirt produced was not the 
one Mrs. Taber had on that night. He was sure 
the sacque produced was the one sne wore. He 
saw no trunk in the roomor anything lying 
about which looked as if fresh from the laun- 
dry. Cross-examined by Mr. Butterworth, 
witness said he should say that white 
dresses that ladies wear on the _ street 
would have trimmings. on the back and 
flounces. He had seen some white dresses, 
he further explained, trimmed, with some 
sort of polonaise, with something hanging over 
His descriptions were highly entertaining to the 
ladies in the audience. He added that it was not 
to be understood that he was fully informed on 
the subject of ladies’ clothing, but that he had 
seen white dresses on the street. plain in front. 

He repeated that the skirt Mrs. Taber had on 
that night came just below her knees, was a 
short, plain skirt, aud although he would not 
swear that there were no trimmings on it what- 
ever, there were none in the front as she sat on 
the chair. W. S. D. Smith also testified that. 
while he didn’t know much about skirts, he knew 
by the amount of trimmings on the skirt shown 
him thatit was not the one Mrs. Taber wore on 
the night of the arrest. 

Annie Keene, who had charge of the dining 
room in the Taber house, on Tremont-street, 
added her testimony to that of others asto Mr. 
Taber’s kind treatment of his wife. A boy of 15 
testified that he was in Mr. Taber’s Sunday 
school class and that Mr. Taber was devoted to 
it. J. G. Lewis and other members of the Bow- 
doin-Square Church further testified as to Mrs. 
Taber’s friendship with Mr. Downs, but giving 
nothing additional to previous testimony. 

George A. Sawyer, an expert in handwriting, 
testified that the names in Miss Davidson's book 
and the letter signed ** M. F, Dickinson,” which, 
ithas been alleged, was a forgery, were written 
by the same person. He went on to analyze the 
letters and words in the book and letter and to 
compare them with each other, in nearly all of 
which he found a marked resemblance. <A. B. 
Cole, the Signal Service officer, gave the record 
of the weather in Boston on Aug. 17 last. The 
temperature at 7 A. M. was 67.8°, at 3 P. 
M. it was 77.2°, t M. it was 
64.7°, and at 1 A. M.it was 75.1°. These observa- 
tions were taken on topof the Post Office, 125 
feet from the ground, where there was a free 
circulation of air and no radiated heat. A ther- 
mometer on the ground would be subjected to 
radiated heat. The wind at 7 o’clock was south- 
west, blowing 17 milesan hour. At 11 P. M. the 
wind was southwest, blowing 12 miles an hour, 

Henry ©. Kendall in rebuttal, an expert 
in handwriting, was given numerous letters 
and papers in Mr. Taber’s handwriting, together 
with the alleged forged letter, and asked to com- 
pare them. Witness said he had carefully com- 
pared them and the alleged forged letter was in 
the handwriting of Fred J. Taber, although the 
hand was evidently disguised. Later, James M. 
Smith, of the Suffolk Brewing Company, in 
whose employ Mr. Taber has been, testified that 
the letters in question were not in Mr. Taber’s 
handwriting. 

Mrs. Taber, recalled by her counsel, denied 
that she had said to Mrs. Keene that Mr. Taber 
was fond of the child. She also said the letters 
submitted, the anonymous one and the alleged 
forged letter—appeared to her to be in Mr.

DECREASING ‘ITS DIVIDEND. 
PENNSYLVANIA DOWN FROM THREE TO 

TWO PER CENT. SEMI-ANNUALLY. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 2.—The Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Company’s general office on South 
Fourth-street had a livelier air to-day than it 
has exhibited for a fortnight past. The chief 
executive officers and the Directors had returned 
from their annual tour of inspection of the 
company’s lines, and they gathered in full force 
in the Secretary’s office at 11 o’clock to decide 
the momentous question of the semi-annual 
dividend rate. The Finance Committee of the 
board went into session at the hour named, and 


at 12:30 o'clock they called their fellow-Direct- 
ors into consultation. At 1:15 the board ad- 
journed, having declared a 2 per cent. cash semi- 
annual dividend, payable Nov. 30. As the par 
value of the shares is $50 the dividend is $1 per 
share. This makes the payments of the com- 
pene in dividends for the current year aggregate 
per cent. 

The announcement was a surprise in financial 
circles, as it was generally expected thata oper 
cent. cash rate would be decided upon. The 
stock has accordingly been very strong in tho 
market for the past few days, 564 being reached 
this morning. This isthe highest quotation at- 
tained for the shares foralong time. Immedi- 
ately on the announcement of the reduced divi- 
dend, however, the price declined to 53%, divi- 
dend off, mak Dg 4 otal fall in the price of 
the stock of $1 50 a share. After selling as

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Noy. 2.—The last 
spike of the Canadian Pacific Railway will be 
driven to-morrow or Thursday. There will be 
no ceremony, but it will be witnessed by Presi- 
dent Van Horne, Superintendent Egan, the 
Hon. D, A. Smith, Sanford Fleming, engineer of 


the road; Mr. Harris, of the firm of Blake 
Brothers & Co., of Boston, and others, The 
formal opening of the great enterprise will not 
take place until next Spring, when Lord Lans- 
downe, Governor-General of Canada, will make 
a trip over the road, accompanied by Canadian, 
American, and English celebrities, There will 
then be a monster celebration. During the 
coming Winter the climate and other condi- 
tions in the Rocky Mountains will be observed 
and carefully noted, especially as regards 
snow slides, and drifting of snow in the 
Selkirk range, and by this means it is expected 
arrangements can be made to insure a steady 
continuation of traffic next year, without in- 
terruption or accidents when the transconti- 
nental traffic commences. It is expected that 
next year the Canadian Pacific Railway will be 
ina position to compete with American trans- 
continental roads for the overland freight traffic 
between Europe and China, Japan, and Austra- 
lia. The Canadian Pacific intends having.a line 
of steamers plving between the Pacific terminus 
and China and Japan, and also to points on the 
Pacific coast, making connections, by way of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, with the Allan 
line of steamers through to Europe. No regu- 
lar trains, either freight or passenger, will run 
through tothe Pacific coast until next Spring, 
but regular traffic over the eastern section of 
the line, by way of the north shore of Lake Su- 
perior, commenced yesterday and will be con- 
tinued henceforth. 


MontTREAL, Nov. 2.—The first through 
train for the Rocky Mountains over the Cana- 
dian Pacific left here at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
A special meeting of the Corn Exchange was 
held to discuss the matter. Mr. McBean said it 
was one of the most important events in 
the history of Canada and certainly for the 
interests of Montreal W. W. Ogilvie 
said he was delighted to observe that 
the British Government had _ asked for 
tenders for a mail service on the Pacific Ocean 
from Victoria to Yokohama, Japan, and Canton, 
China, which meant that the mails were to be 
sent by the Canadian Pacific over Canadian ter- 
vitory.

THE TWO GREAT CANADIAN LINES. 

Toronto, Nov. 2.—There is considerable 
agitation in railway circles throughout Canada, 
in consequence of the great changes in the con- 
trol of the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific 
Railroads which it isrumored will shortly take 
place. These changes were foreshadowed in the 
address of Sir Henry Tyler, at London, a week 
or so ago, and developments are expected 
in a few days, The Canadian Pacific 
Railway commenced running trains through 
to Winnipeg from this city and places 
east by the line north of Lake 
Superior, and the whole of the road east of 
Winnipeg will now be continued in operation 
daily. One rumor here is to thé effect that an 
immediate fusion of the two roads will take 
place; that Joseph Hickson will leave Canada to 
take the Vice-Presidency of the Grand Trunk 
and become President of the entire system on 
the amalgamation of the two roads, and that 
W. 0. Van Horne will then be Chairman of an 
Executive Bourd in Canada of the combined 
railways. Another report here is to the effect 


that the Dominion Government will shortly as- 
sume control of the two roads. 


OPPOSED TO LIMITED TRAINS. 


CurcaGo, Nov. 2.—It is reported here 


that the Eastern Trunk Lines contemplate aban- 
doning their limited or rast express trains, and 
that it is theirintention in the near future to 
runregularexpresstrains only. Thereason given 
for this proposed change is that the roads which 
are unable torun the limited trains, object to 
entering into a pooling ag eaten with the 
Pennsylvania and Vanderbilt lines, which can 
run them, on the ground that the latter lines 
enjoy unfair advantages over their compet- 
itors. Strenuous efforts are being made to 
perfect the proposed pooling agreement on west- 
bound passenger business, and this is named as 
one of the concessions to that end. Another 
concession is that the Pennsylvania agrees to 
give the Baltimore and Ohio certain rights in 
the matter of the New-York traffic by which the 
latter road withdraws its opposition to the pro- 
posed pool. It is reported that both these con- 
cessions have been secured, and that the great- 
est, if not the last, obstacles to the formation of 
the pool have thus been removed.

MANAGER CLARETIE OF THE FRANQAIS 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily News. 


M. Jules Claretie, novelist, dramatist, 


and chroniqueur of the Temps, has been named 
by M. Goblet manager of the Frangais. M. 
Perrin’s successor is from Périgord and has-been 
more than 20 years engaged in journalism. He 
is noted for amiability, and I should wonder to 
hear that he had anenemy. M. Claretie Jives in 
the Rue de Douai. The walls of his rooms are 
lined with books, and objects of virtu of great 
beauty adorn the tops of book: cases, mantel- 
pieces,and consoles. Heis one of the most indus- 
trious writers living, has piles of memorandum 
books arranged like dictionaries, so that he is 
pay able to treat on no matter what subject 
that has any public interest. He was the inti- 
mate friend of Victor Hugo and Louis Blanc, at 
whose tables I often met him. M. Claretie be- 
longed to M, Rochefort’s set before 1870. He 
was a witness for the Noir family at Prince 
Pierre Bonaparte’s trial. Since then he has 
greatly frequented artists’ society. As a dra- 
matic author he_ has considerable stage expe- 
rience. Though he hasto gossip about every- 
one and eee I never knew him to give 
offense. 1 never heard any one speak of M. 
Claretie uniess to praise him. As he began his 
literary career on leaving school, he is, though 
an old writer, stilla young man, and has pre- 
possessing manners. 





AN INDIANIAN’S DUOK BOAT. 
From the South Bend (Ind.) Tribune, Oct. 81, 
Sportsmen will be interested in a novel 
boat which. Mr. Lew Casaday, of this city, has 
invented and had patented. It is designed for 
duck shooting, anda test made with it one day 


this week by Mr. Casaday proves its efficiency. 
He shot and secured 47 ducks and thinks he 
killed about 100in all. To make an invisible 
boat Mr. Casaday takes a common boat ané@ cuts 
from the bow back say one-third of the entire 
boat’s length down to the water line. This is 
made water-tight, and at 1ts opposite end from 
the bow a mirror (in this case 28 inches high and 
48 inches long) is placed so that the glass reflects 
the water in front and the decoys. Behind the 
mirror the hunter sits and paddles his boat to- 
werd the ducks and makes his observations 
through asmall spotinthe mirror from which 
the amalgam has been removed. As the boat 
moves up to the ducks they can see their own 
reflections in the mirror, and in some instances 
swim toward the boat. When the hunter is near 
enough to shoot he drops the mirror forward 
by loosening a string and gets two effective 
shots—one at the ducks oa the water and one as 
they rise. Mr. Casaday’s patent includes the 


use of mirrors and also a boat whose sides are 
entirely covered with mirrors.

AIS SUIT’ REMANDED TO THE 
STATE COURTS. 

THE SUPREME COURT REFUSES HIS APPEAL 
FROM THE CIRCUIT COURT—MR. WIN- 
STON’S RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The Supreme Court of 
the United States to-day announced its decision in the 
cases of John H. Starin and the Independant Steam- 
boat Company, appellants, vs. The Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Commonalty of the City of New-York. These are 
appeals from the ordersof the Circuit Court for the 

Southern District of New-York remanding a suit 

which had been removed from the State court. The 

City Government brought sult in 1884 against the pres- 

ent appellants to restrain them from running certain 

steamboats as aline of ferryboats between Manhattan 

Island and Staten Island without the permission 

and license of the City Government. Answer was 

made that the vessels in question were enrolled and 
licensed under the laws of the United States for car- 
rying on coast trade, and that the waters of the Hud- 
son River, the Bay of New-York, and the Kill von 

Kull are waters of the United States and public high- 

ways of international and interstate commerce. Two 

petitions were filed for the removal of the suits to the 


Circuit Court, one by the defendants, on the ground 
that the suit was one arising under the Consti- 
tution and laws of the United States, and the 
other by the Independent Company alone, on 
the ground that there was in the suit a 
controversy between the company and the 
city as to whether the former kad the right to operate 
its boats in the way contended for. Upon these pe- 
titions the suit was removed from the State court, to 
which, after a hearing by the Circuit Court, it was 
again remanded. The Supreme Court finds that these 
is nothing in the Constitution of the United States 
entering into the case which, however constructed, 
would affect the interests of either party to the suit. 
In respect to the petition of the Independent Com- 
pany it finds that a separate defense by one defendant 
in @ joint suit against him and others does not entitie 
that defendant toa removal of the case. Opinion de- 
livered by Chief-Justice Waite. 

The court also announced its decision in the case of 
Peter QO. A. M. Van Weel, a subject of the King of the 
Netherlands, against Frederick H. Winston, of Illinois, 
brought upon appeal from the decision of the Circuit 
Court forthe Northern District of Illinois. Mr. Win- 
ston, the defendant, is the newly appointed Minister 
to Persia. **The bill,” the court says, “isa long one, 
the allegations are not classified, nor the true founda« 
tions of relief very clearly stated. It is full of the 
words ‘fraudulent’ sand ‘corrupt,’ and of gen- 
eral charges of sonesirecy and violation of 
trust obligations.” The charges, briefly stated, 
are of fraudulent misrepresentation affect. 
ing the character and valine of the bonds 
of the Chicago .and Southwestern Railroad 
Company,of whichMr. Winston was the President, and 
the violation of certain obligations in the nature of a 
trust which he assumed in regard to the security and 
ultimate payment ofthe bonds. The bonds tn ques« 
tion were issued to raise money for the construction 
of the prison branch of the Southwestern Road, and 
Mr. Winston, it is alleged in a circular regarding them 
said the branch road would be about 50 mileé, 
in length, whereas when it was com- 
pleted, it proved to be only 29 miles; 
whereby-the bondholders were deprived of the securi- 
ty of 21 miles of road which they had a right to ex< 
pect to make good their bonds. Hels furthermore 
charged with having taken for his own private use the 
money or part of it obtained inthe saleof the bonds 
in question. The court finds that the circular was 
issued by the company and not by its President in his 
individual capacity; that the line of the project- 
ed branch had not then been definitely fixed, 
and that the mortgag or deed  of_ trust 
given to secure the bonds described the branch 
road “as it now is or may be hereafter sur- 
veyed,’’? named the termini, and spoxe of the lengt 
of roaa as “not to exceed’ 50 miles. The court says 
the bondholders had no right to rely upon the state« 
ment of the circular as material in the presence of the 
much safer reliance afforded by the mortgage. In tha 
matter of the alleged diversion of the company’s 
money to his own use by Mr. Winston, the court find 
that to be a matter lying between Mr. Winston an 
the company, and not between a single bondholder o: 
the company and Mr. Winston. The court is therefor 
of the opinion that the appellant has shown no right o 
relief, and the action of the Circuit Court tn dismiss< 
wa tee bill is affirmed.—Opinion delivered by Justice

GEN..HOLABIRD’S REPORT. 
NEW*QUARTERS FOR THE TROOPS NEEDED 
AT SOME OF THE FORTS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The Quartermaster- 
General in his annual report says the necessity of as- 
sembling the troops in larger and more permanent 
posts near Indian reservations and in proximity to the 
great strategic points of the country adjacent to its 
valuable public reservations, harbors, and ports be- 
comes daily more and more apparent. The large case- 
mated forts on the seaboard need garrisons for their 
preservation and defense, and the troops thus required 
ought to be garrisoned in time cf peace in barracks 
outside of the works, for the reason that casemates do 
not furnish healthful quarters. It is not humane, 
Gen. Holabird continues, to make men livein these 
structures, which are unhealthy, unsuitable, and in- 
jurious to the mental and physical character of 
the occupant, except when in time of war great neces- 
sity enforces it. At Fort Adams, near Newport; at 
¥ort Warren, Boston Harbor, and at Fort Hamilton, 
New-York Harbor, there are required immediately, for 
sanitary reasons, barrucks and quarters for the garri- 
sons of these ports outside the walls of theforts. At 
the beginning of the fiscal year there remained inthe 
Treasury as balances applicable to expenses of prior 
years the sum of $1,193,v62. There was appropriated 
for the year $9,911,056. The balance undrawn on June 
30 was $566,075, required to meet outstanding 
indebtedness. Ninety-seven new buildings, cost- 
ing $229,556. have been authorized under the 
direction of the Quartermaster-General, and re- 
pairs to  old_ buildings have been made at a 
cost of $266,797. Thirty-five abandoned and useless 
military reservations have been transferred to the In- 
terior Department. One hundred and thirty thousand 
dollars is still required to erect barracks and quarters 
at David’s Island, only $75,000 ot which could be well 
applied in the first year. This is one of the large re- 
cruiting depots and schools for recruits for the army. 
Jefferson Barracks still requires at least $20,000 for im- 
mediate use in construction and enlargement of build- 
ings to provide proper quarters for officers and men, 
The entire cost of theservice under “army transporta- 
tion” for men, animals, and material during the fiscal 
year was $3,010,030. The totul cost of the transfer of 
troops during the year was $140,396. One thousand 
four hundred and thirty cavalry horses were pur- 
chased during the year atan average cust of $142 22 
per head; also, 26 draught horses at an average cost of 
618654, and v44 mules at an average cost of $159. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year 2,507 miscellaneous claims and ac- 
counts amounting to $553,563 received attention, and 
there remains on file at the ena of the fiscal year 
10,967 miscellaneous claims and 227 accounts, 
amounting to $6.723,226. The clothing of the army 
has been eer so far as known. An in- 
crease of $10,000 is recommended in the ap- 
appropriation for the careand maintenance of national 
cemeteries, the customary appropriation for this pur- 
pose being $100,000. In conclusion, Gen. Holabird 
pays a high compliment to the officers of his depart- 
ment. “To ali officers of the department.” he says, 
“wherever stationed, unqualified praise is due for zeal, 
industry, and attention to the various duties required 

To those detailed officers doing duty in the 
flepartment there seemsto be no other reward than 
that arising from the consciousness of a large amount 
of extra duty well done, for which extra duty Con- 
gress has thus far appeared to be unwilling to pay.”’

change, the board will make the recommendation to 
the Secretary of the Navy. and. if approved by him, 
the bureaus will be authorized to make the change. 
Thetwo bureaus step into the places of the contract- 
ors, and the work will proceed as originally intended. 


THE NATION’S THANKSGIVING. 
PRESIDENT CLEVELAND APPOINTS THURS- 
DAY, NOV. 26. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The following 
Proclamation was issued to-day: 
By the President of the United States of America: 
A PROCLAMATION. 


The American people have always abundant cause 
to be thankful to Almighty God, whose watchful care 
and guiding hand have been manifested in every stage 
of their national life, guarding and protecting them in 
time of peril, and safely Jeading them in the hour or 
darkness and of danger. It is fitting and proper thata 
nation thus fevored should on,one day in every year, 
for that purpose especially appointed, publiciy ac- 
knowledge the goodness of God, and return thanks to 
Him for all His gracious gifts. 

‘herefore 1. Grover Cleveland, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby designate and set 
apart ‘Thursday, the 26th day of November, instant, as 
a day of public thanksgiving and prayer, and do invoke 
the observance of the same by all the people of the 
land. Onthat day let all secular business be suspended 
and let the people assemble in their usual places of 
worship and with prayer and songs of praise devoutly 
testify their gratitude to the Giver of every good and 
perfect gift forall that He has done for us in the year 
that has passed: for our preservation as a united Nation 
and for our deliverance trom the shock and danger of 
political conyulsion; for the blessings of peace and for 
our safety and quiet while wars and rumors of wars 
have agitated and afflicted other nations of the earth; 
for our security against the scourge of pestilence, 
which in other lands has claimed its dead by thousands 
and filled the streets with mourners; for plenteous 
crops which reward the labor of the husbandman and 
increase our WNation’s wealth, and for the con- 
tentment throughout our borders which follows 
in the train of prosperity and abundance. And 
let there also be on the day thus set apart a re- 
union of families, sanctified and chastened by tender 
memories and associations; and let the social inter- 
course of triends, with pleasant reminiscence, renew 
the ties of affection and strengthen the bonds of kindly 
feeling. And let us by no means forget while we give 
thanks and enjoy the comforts which have crowned 
our lives that truly grateful hearts are inclined to 
deeds of charity, and thata kind and thoughtful re- 
membrance of the poor will doublethe piessures of 
our condition and render our praise and thanksgiving 
more acceptable in the sight of the Lord.

of irregularities in connection with the 


Open Board of Brokers Receivership. And 


in an advertisement in Jay GouLp’s 7rib- 
une Mr. RaNsomM intimates that he has a 
grudge against THE Times, to which he 
will give his attention after the election. 
Mr. Ransom’s complaint against this 
journal rests upon that part of his record 
which we have published, we suppose. 
Before Mr. Ransom gets beyond his depth 
in attempting to settle with THe Times 
would it not be well for him to come to 
this office and examine that part of his 
record which we have not published ? 








THE ELECTION. 

The canvass which closes with the elec- 
tion to-day has been unusually active for 
one in which national offices were not 
directly involved. But its activity has 
been of a peculiar character. There have 
not been very many meetings, and there 
have been very few street demonstrations. 
The discussion, that has undoubtedly been’ 


carried on with much thoroughness, has 
been confined to the newspapers and to 
that very effective sort that goes on between 
citizens. The interest excited has turned 
almost wholly on the character and ante- 


cedents of the candidates on the State 


ticket, though local issues have been of 
much importance in New-York and Brook- 
lyn. The only national issue involved has 
been the probable effect of the State elec- 
tion upon the policy and the spirit of the 
National Administration. 


The situation is relatively simple enough, 
though the loosening of party ties has 
made some confusion as to the probable 
outcome. The candidate of the Demo- 
cratic Party isa man of very ordinary 


ability, of moderate experience, and of no 


distinction. In his political career he has 


held only the State office of Lieutenant- 
Governor and fora brief time that of Gov- 
ernor, and he has been a member of As- 
sembly and Mayor and Alderman of his 


town. In the Assembly it is acknowl- 


edged by his friends that his conduct was 
very bad, that he was a conspicuous and 
superserviceable supporter of the meas- 
ures of the Tweed ring, from whose chief 
he obtained important aid in his private 
business, He clung to TWEED after the char- 
acter of that arch swindler had become 
notorious, and voted and worked for the 
2 per cent. tax levy and the amended 
registry law which were intended to pro- 
mote the robbery and oppression of this 
city. It is not denied, moreover, that Mr. 
HILL was an intimate ally of Jay GouLp, 
that he defended in committee and debate 
and by his vote the nefarious Erie Classi- 
fication bill against the protests and the 
denunciation of such leaders of his party 
as Mr. TinpznN. He was not a partisan 
merely, but a partisan for bad ends. As 
Governor he has been a self-seeking dem- 
agogue, hampering good legislation and 
promoting doubtful measures to advance 
his chances of nomination by his party, 
as in the case of the Register and 
County Clerk bills for Kings County, which 


he vetoed in the interest of the Democratic 
‘* boss” of Brooklyn, and in return for the 
support of the latter at the State Conven- 
tion. On the very eve of the election, 
his managers have issued in Chemung 
County, where he resides, an appeal for 
votes on the ground that while he has 
been Governor—in one year—more public 
money has been spent in that county than 
in ten years before. And it is well known 
that he has been directly appealing for 
the Roman Catholic support in return for 
his favoring the absurd and strictly sec- 
tarian ‘“‘ Freedom of Worship” bill. 

On the other hand, Mr. Ira DAVENPORT, 
asa member of the State Senate and as 
Controller of the State, has made a repu- 
tation that no one disputes as an officer of 
independence, integrity, intelligence, and 
fidelity. He is an honest and high-minded 
man, respected and trusted by his own 
people and by the people of the whole 
State. He is pledged not only in word, 
but by his consistent course in public life, 
to the principles of civil service reform, 
and is entitled to the votes of all honest 
and self-supporting citizens. The inter- 
ests of the State will be entirely safe in his 
hands, and he will sustain the honor 
and dignity of the high office of Gov- 
ernor. We have from the first made it 
plain why we regard him as in every way 
the better representative of the principles 
of President CLEVELAND, and why his 
election would strengthen the cause of 
reform, while that of Mr. HILL would 
greatly strengthen the opposition to that 
cause. *We have no fear that the people 
of New-York will say to-day to Mr. 
CLEVELAND that they prefer a man of Mr. 
HILv’s tendencies and character to one who 
will do in the State what Mr. CLEVELAND 
did and would do. That is the single na- 
tional question involved, and it ought to 
be too plain to be misunderstood, as it is 
certainly too grave to be ignored. 











“AN ABLE AND JUST JUDGE.” 

At last, on the day before election, the 
Tribune managed to find a man who 
would write a sufficiently idiotic letter to 
serve as a pretext for the opposition to 
Judge SEDGWICK’s re-election to the Supe- 
rior Court. The man who wrote is Mr. 
CuHaRLEs H. T. CoLuis, described in the 
Directory as a stock broker. To make a 
point against this Mr. CoLLis it is not 
necessary to refer to the fact that he was 
the host in Philadelphia of Mr. Wasu- 
INGTON E. Connor, G@ULD’s partner, on a 
certain memorable occasion when the lat- 
ter was anxiously wanted in court here as 
a witness. Nor need we mention that the 
self-same Mr. COLLIS went yesterday into 
the business of peddling Ransom tickets, 
as Cyrus Freup and the other members of 
the clique have done and are doing. His 
letter is enough to prove him a congenital 
idiot or a tool of GOULD’s. Mr. CoLuis 
says he wrote to Judge SEDGWICK a week 


ago “informing him that it had been 
stated that he voted against James G. 
BuLaIneé and that, unless denied, this re- 
port would do him serious injury at 
the polls.” Judge SepGwick having, of 


course, refused to reply to such a ridic- 
ulous letter, Mr. CoLLis says: ‘‘I have 
satisfied myself that the fact charged is 
true.” How he satisfied himself he does 
not state; but he says that, in conse- 


quence, he does not consider Judge 


SEDGWICK ‘a good enough Republican” 
for him, and will not support him, 
although, as he says, ‘‘I believe Judge 


SEDGWICK to be an able and just Judge.” 


Could folly further go? 
On the one side is “(an able and just 
Judge.” On the other is Ransom, one of the 
Gould attorneys, whose election is urged 
by the Gould-Field-Sage clique, Which has 
one hundred and seven suits before the 
court of which it is trying tomake Ransom 
a Judge. The Gould J7ribune, however, 
glad to get any pretext to explain its sin- 
gular course, prints CoLLIs’s letter, which 
it characterizes as ‘‘a vigorous protest” 
against Judge SrepGwicx’s candidacy. It 
also says: ‘* We have been overrun during 
the past week with similar protests from 
men who, like Gen. CoLLis, represent the 
bone and sinew of the Republican Party.” 
Where was that “‘ bone and sinew” at the 
Republican County Convention when 
Judge SEDGWICK was renominated? Was 
it represented by MICHAEL CREGAN, the 
only objector to Judge SEDGWICK, who 
holds a place under a Democratic Justice 
as areward for services to a Democratic 


candidate? The Tribune should make 
haste to print the names of those who 
have been overrunning its office. It would 
be interesting to know the names of all 
the Gould following. In the meantime 
voters who wish to keep Jay GouLp off 


the Bench should vote against Henry W. 
BooxkstTaVER and Rastus 8S. RANSOM. 








THE BLUNDER IN NEW-HAMF- 
SHIRE. 


The ‘‘ valued policy” insurance law has 


been in force but a short time in New- 
Hampshire, but the industries of the State 
are already exhibiting premonitory symp- 
tomsof paralysis. Policies covering about 
$10,000,000 of property have expired since 
the enactment of the law drove fifty-eight 


companies out of the State, and they can- 


not berenewed. Suffering manufacturers 
and merchants no longer listen to argu- 
ments by which the advocates of the law 
try to defend it. It is enough for them to 
know that the law has deprived them of 


that protection without which they can- 


not continue in business. Some propose 
to move to another State, and others who 
cannot go are tormented because they 
know that nothing would stand between 
them and complete ruin if the flames 
should consume their property. 

There is no indication that the com- 
panies will yield, and old agents declare 
that not more than thirty of the fifty-eight 
could be induced to return, even if the 
law should be repealed. As a rule their 
business in the State has not been very 
profitable. One old company has written 
policies there for thirty-two years and is 
now $50,000 out of pocket. The losses of 
others have almost equaled their receipts. 

The effect of the companies’ withdrawal 
is shown very plainly in the answers to 
circulars sent into all parts of the State by 
the Manchester Mirror. The owners of 
shoe factories say they must stop work 
and leave the State if the law shall be al- 
lowed to stand. The proprietors of Sum- 





mer hotels, many of which are mor™ 
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gaged, do not know how they are to get 
along. In Peterborough the people sub- 
scribed $25,000 a year ago to build a 
shoe factory, and the establishment 
of the industry materially raised the 
value of their real estate. But the 
manufacturers who were induced to 
operate the factory say that they will 
leave the State if they cannot get in- 
surance. From lumber mills, woolen 
mills, lock factories, tanneries, and many 
other manufacturing establishments comes 
the same story. Without insurance they 
must shut down. New enterprises that 
had been planned have been abandoned. 
The savings banks do not know what to 
do with loans that have been secured by 
insurance as collateral, Some intend to 
foreclose, and others say that they cannot 
safely do this, but must bear the addi- 
tional risk, 

The large factories suffer most severely. 
Many outside companies have combined 
heretofore to carry the burden of insur- 
ance upon them. In some cases $25,000 
of insurance has been carried by twenty- 
five companies, each taking $1,000. An 
agent speaks of two risks of $100,000, in 
which thirty-two companies have been in? 
terested. It is plain that all enterprises of 
this kind can get no protection from the 
three or four local companies. Not less 
than forty home companies of large cap- 
ital would be required to do insurance 
business of this kind. 

But it now appears that the home com- 
panies themselves are disappointing those 
who looked to them for relief. An agent 
reports that one of them instructs him to 
reduce the numberof his risks on farm- 
houses and to cancel risks heretofore held 
in conjunction with outside companies, 

In the course of time all of the intelli- 
gent inhabitants of the State—the advo- 
cates of the law as well as the manu- 
facturers and merchants who opposed it— 
will admit that to deprive the State’s in- 
dustries of insurance is to draw their life 
blood. The question is nolonger whether 
or not justice required the passage 
of such a law, but how great 
masses of capital invested in the 
insurance companies of the country 
can be induced to restore the protection 
that has been withdrawn. Even if the 
shortsighted legislators who passed the 
bill in spite of the protests submitted by 
merchants and manufacturers should see 
their error and exhibit a desire to undo 
their work, they would not be able to re- 
pair the injury which the State has suf- 
fered. Whatever the Legislature may do 
the manufacturing industries of New- 
Hampshire will suffer for many a day 
because of their blunder. A repeal of 
the law would not restore confidence. 
At present, however, there seems to be 
no indication that the law will be re- 
pealed. 








DISESTABLISHMENT IN ENGLAND. 


Mr. GLADSTONE deprecates discussion of 
the question of disestablishing the English 
Church as premature. He is of the opin- 


ion that the establishment will last his 


time, and does not regard the agitation as 
a question of practical politics. 

As the statesman who, more than any 
other one man, is responsible for the dis- 


establishment of the English Church in 


Ireland, Mr, GLADSTONE speaks with au- 


thority on this question. Personally he 
is one of the most devoted adherents 
among the laity of the English Church, 


but this fact does not of itself vitiate his 


political conclusions, It may be doubted 
whether he  has_ sufficiently taken 
into account the accelerated motion 
of English politics brought about 
by the recent enlargement of the 
electoral body. It has been’ ever 
since the passage of the first Reform bill 
a safe prediction that the Church estab- 
lishment could not last. But he would 
have been a rash prophet who had at- 
tempted at any time within this interval 
of half a century to fix the date at 
which the establishment would disap- 
pear. ‘‘Church and State” has been the 
immemorial =cry of the Tories. The 
‘‘Church” means the establishment; the 
‘‘ State” means the constitutional division 
of powers supposed to be settled by the 
revolution of 1688. In point of fact this di- 
vision has been changing ever since by the 
enlargement of the powers of the House 
of Commons, and the corresponding 
abridgment of the powers of the Crown 
and of the House of Lords. Thirty, 
twenty, even ten years ago, Mr. Guap- 
STONE might have spoken of the House 
of Lords as he now speaks of the Church. 
The question of its abolition he would 


have regarded as outside the scope of 


practical politics. And yet he himself 
has said to the House of Lords that it 
must either content itself with register- 
ing the decrees of the House of Commons 


or else disappear. 


The Church is in the same position as 
the House of Lords, That is to say, it 


will be tolerated so long as it does not op- 
pose or counteract the declared will of 
the majority of voters. Nobody can tell, 
however, at what time or upon what 


question the conflict will come The 


questions upon which the Lords have 
braved the fury of the Commons 
have been questions really vital to the 
Lords. One of them was the Irish 
Land bill; the other was the latest 


extension of the suffrage. In the 


first the personal fortunes of many 
peers were involved. It may be said 
that the personal fortunes of all of them 
were involved, because the principle of 
the Irish Land bill would have justified 
the same interference with English land- 
lords that the bill authorized with Irish 
landlords. The fight against the latest 
Reform bill was one in which the political 
influence and even the political ex- 
istence of the Lords were at stake. 
With every extension of the suffrage 
the consequence of the House of 
Lords has diminished. In Mr. GtLap- 
sTone’s latest bill the principle that the 
majority should ruJe, though far from 
being avowed, was the vital principle of 
the measure. The Lords were simply 
bound to fight it as a matter of self- 
preservation. They have been beaten, 
and henceforth they are at the mercy of 
the House of Commons and bound to ac- 
cept whatever terms it may dictate. 





In the same way the church mav con- 


tinue to exist so long as it does not oppose 
the will of the nation. But nobody can 
tell when a question may arise upon 
which the Church will be bound, by this 
same instinct of self-preservation, to 
take issue with the majority of the voters. 
Such a question may not arise in Mr, 
GLADSTONE’sS time, and then, again, it 
may. The case against the Church 
of England is by no means the same 
as the case against the Church of 
Ireland. The latter was an almost 
unmitigated nuisance, politically and 
socially, The Church of England is 
not odious to the people, nor does it de- 
serve to be. COLERIDGE’S saying that 
every parish church was a centre of 
civilization is still in great part true. 
The people of England, even the dissent- 
ers, would hardly exult in the prospect 
that Canterbury and Westminster and 
Ely were to be secularized and treated as 
‘historical monuments” under the super- 
vision of the police, like the similar 
edifices in France. But then the ac- 
quiescence,of the people in the establish- 
ment will last only so long as the estab- 
lishment refrains from thwarting the 
people, and nobody can say that the issue 
will not be raised within ten years, or five 
years, or three years, 








General State officers will be elected 
to-day in Iowa, Massachusetts, Mississippi, 
New-York, and Virginia; Colorado and 
Nebraska elect Supreme Court Judges, 
Maryland elects a Controller and Clerk of 
the Court of Appeals, and Pennsylvania 
a State Treasurer. Legislatures will be 
chosen in whole or in part in Con- 


necticut, Iowa, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, Mississippi, New-Jersey, New- 
York, and Virginia. Senator GoRMAN 
meets considerable opposition in his 
own party to his efforts to secure 
control of the Maryland Legislature 


for the purpose of re-electing himself. 
His defeat would be a gain for decent 
political methods. In Virginia Senator 
MAHONE is trying to perpetuate his power 
by similar means. He’ aims at retaining 
his place in the Senate and regaining his 
control in the State. His complete over- 
throw would operate as a disinfectant on 
the politics and public affairs of Virginia 
and withdraw a most corrupting influence 
from the politics of the country. 








Gen. WovupwaRp is the only one of the 
three candidates for Mayor in Brooklyn 
who can be trusted to carry out the pol- 
icy of Mayor Low. He is thoroughly in 
sympathy with it, understands it, will be 
hampered by no pledges and no partisan 
influences, and he has the firmness, the 
knowledge of affairs, and the executive 
ability toapply it. Mr. WHITNEY could not 
if he would, Mr. CaTLIN would not if he 
could, sustain and extend this policy. Gen. 


Woopwarb is the taxpayers’ representa- 
tive as against the representatives of the 
politicians of both parties.

This arrangement may have 
been intended to display Mr. DaaGaGett’s 
real attitude in the campaign. He is for 
CaTLIN first, last, and all the time, be- 


cause CATLIN is for him and men of his 


kind, and because by means of CaTLIN he 
hopes to defeat WoopwaRp and elect the 
Democrat WHITNEY in order that the 
reign of political bosses and spoilsmen in 
Brooklyn may be restored.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 2.—The Spanish 
steamer Hugo, formerly of the White Star 
Line, arrived at this port to-day from Sagua, 
with 2,557 hogsheads and 2,019 bags of sugar, 
amounting in all to 4,000 tons.

AMERICAN ART GALLERIES. 


The new rooms added to these pretty 
galleries will call for more attention than the 
pictures shown this Autumn. The first exten- 
sion of the old Kurtz Gallery was a move that 
came more by chance than design, and, like 
many results of circumstances, turned out better 
than the most elaborate plan. The broad stair- 
case and the turn to the right broke very happily 
that tedium which creeps over the most enthu- 
siastic when many Picture rooms on one fioor 
have to beexamined. At the Louvre and the 
Palais de l’Industrie, in the Uffizi and Pitti, and 
evep in the more varied corridors and sa- 
loons of the Vatican, one wearies readily of 
the pespective of still more galleries to be 
gone through. As chance would have it, the 
owners of the American Galleries had to send 
their visitors up stairs, to the right, up again, 
and through two narrow rooms to the large 
upper gallery, thus concentrating the attention 
more on each link of the chain, and giving one 
less the feeling of having miles of canvas to 
peruse. This year’s extension was not chance; 
the hint had been taken; with ‘intention the 
wanderer out of the old square gallery is bidden 
either to the right, as before, or to the left, 


through &® somewhat circular room, up a 
third broad flight of stairs to a long gal- 
lery running north and south. The plan 
is therefore a good deal complicated; and 
because of its excentricity of form and the un- 
peop nga turns and vistas it presents, undoubt- 
edly is now one of the coziest, prettiest, and most 
complete series of show rooms in the world. It 
stretches from Madison-avenue to Twenty- 
second-street, with a wing on Broadway, and oc- 
cupies portions of three floors. The decorations 
are light, yet ample, and carried out in much 
the same spirit as the earlier extension, but less 
elaborately.. The circular room has well de- 
signed niches with seats, and the topmost gal- 
lery some good carving on the balustrades that 
surround the stairway. Colors are kept low, 
and the general effect is pleasantly unobtrusive. 

The water colors and oil paintings for the 
opening exhibition do not offer unusual attrac- 
tions. erhaps artists have held back the best 
things for final touches, with the certainty of 
many more chances to exhibit in tho Winter and 
Spring. The old gallery has a number of huge 
canvases sent across the sea from our ambitious 
Parisian colony, canvases calculated for the 
uproar and jostling of theSalon. They tend very 
much to marine. Here is Ruger Donoho's forest 
farm and Carl Gutherz’s enormous canvas, big 
as the plain, with two score plows he de- 
picts, which attempts to sum be the Ter- 
ritory of Dakota for the benefit of the 
French. From Clifford P. Grayson comes a 
* Beach at Concarneau,” and from Frank M. 
Boges an “in With the Tide”’—a big steamer 
and several fishing boats off St. Malo, Brittany. 
Alexander MHarrison’s large and somewhat 
empty marine *“‘La Vague” comes from this 
year’s Salon, and there isa specimen of W. P. 
Vv. Dana’s marine, ‘*Coast—Channel Islands.” 
Here and there as one treads the thick carpets 
of the upper rooms, luck takes one to a picture 
that rests the eyes; but in sober truth this 
happens seldom, and forthe most part we are 
left to wonder why nine painters out of ten (or 
is it ninety-nine out of a hundred?) bave noth- 
ing to say and cannot tell that nothing—if the 
bull is forgiven—so as to interest us in the way 
"tis told.

’ NEGROES AS JURORS,

TWO COLORED MEN SERVING ON A GRANB 
JURY AT LOUISVILLE. 

LovuIsviLLE, Ky., Nov. 2.—A great deal 
of comment has been caused to-day by the-pres- 
ence of two colored men on the Grand Jury 
impaneled in the Circuit Court. It is the first 
time in many years that a colored man has been 
drawn on the Grand Jury. Inappointing Jury 
Commissioners Judge Jackson has always in- 
structed them not to discriminate against the 
colored race. The question of discrimination 
having been urged as an objection against an 
indictment returned by the Grand Jury of the 


last term, Judge Jackson instructed the present 


Commissioners particularly upon this point. 
The result was that they included in their lists 
of jurorsto be drawn the names of a number o! 
reputable colored citizens. Four of these were 
drawn for the make-up of the present Grand 
Jury, but two of them are in attendance upou 
the United States court and had to be excused, 
The other two proved to be qualified, and bad 
no legal excuse tooffer as to why they should 


be relieved trom service. 

The experience of colored jurors upon the 
trial juries in the Circuit Court has been decid- 
edly in favor of the Commonwealth as against 
colored offenders. The coiored jurors seemed to 
be animated with a desire to demonstrate to the 
public that they were in sympathy with law and 
order, and consequently, when a case warranted 
a verdict of not wuilty, they stood out for heavy 
punishment. The older lawyers at the Bar will 


not pick colored jurors, even if available, to try 
their negro clients. They prefer to take their 
chances with a jury entirely made up of whites, 
tor the reason that they claim that colored 
jurors are more severe in meting out punishe 
ment to offenders of their race.

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC, 


ITALIAN OPERA. 

The season of Italian opera at the Acad- 
pmy of Music was entered upon last evening, 
when “Carmen” was sung in presence of an 
pverfiowing audience. The performance, al- 
though not up to the highest standard, was a 
smooth one, and if portions of it ap- 
peared unsatisfactory by comparison with 
yepresentations that are not likely to be re- 
peated for the benefit of the present generation, 
there was no lack of interest in the entertain- 
ment asa whole, and a plenitude of impressive 
incidents. Both *“*Carmen” and its latest inter- 
preters have often had reference in these 
columns. The opera is one of the few 
lyric dramas produced within the past 10 
years that are likely to enjoy a some- 
what lasting popularity, and most of the 
singers concerned in its rendering. on the occa- 
sion under notice, have long basked in the sun- 
shine of popular favor. ‘*Carmen” has every 
quality inherent to works that are destined 
to outlive their producers and their 
earliest audiences. Its story is not in- 
deed a pleasant one, but it is not de- 
ficient in well drawn personages, in varied 
episodes, or in progressive interest. Bizet’s 
score, on the other hand, has every merit that 
can be sought in an achievement intended to 
appeal to auditors that yearn for something 
more intelligible than “significant” music. It 
abounds in melody, well defined tone pictures, 
and bright local color,and its numbers are treated 
with the ingenuity and the skill denoting a mas- 
terhand. Many decades will go by before a care- 
fuland spirited interpretation of “ Carmea” 
Jeaves an assemblage, whether of a miscella- 
neous or a special character, cold to its vivid 
beauties or to its elaborateness and finish. But 
there is no need to dwell further on this 
subject, nor to devote as much attention even, to 
the singers that were listened to last evening. 
Signor Ravelli had heen heard already as Don 
José, Signor Del Puente was the first Escamillo 
introduced to tne local public. Mme. Min- 
nie Hauk was the original Carman, and 
Mile. Dotti had been seen, previous to 
yesterday’s representation, as Micaela. 
t would be idle to say that vocatists like wine, 
tmprove with age. Asa rule their artistic value 
keeps pace with advancing years, but it cannot 
be conceded that their voices, as ageneral thing, 
show any gain in quality or range to match the 
the increased powers of the possessors as execu- 
tants and actors or actresses. Experience, ob- 
served a French wit,fis acomb that one gets after 
losing one’s hair. Signor Ravelli’s tones have 
parted with some of their vibrancy, Signor Del 
Puente’s upper notes do not respond as 
promptly and brilliantly as of old to the bari- 
tone’s demands, and Mme. Hauck’s voice is 
rather worn, while her appearance is not ex- 
actly girlish. Notwithstanding these very evi- 
dent changes the artist went through “* Carmen” 
as of yore,and the best liked numbers of the 
score—the semi-terpsichorean music always 
being fraught with the most potent charm for 
the popular ear—were heartily applauded. 
Mile. Dotti wasin very poor condition, and her 
Micaela was the only disawreeable performance 
that had to be borne with during the even- 
yng. The chorus and orchestra were not in 
their wonted perfect form, but this was to be 
expected at the outset of the season. Itis only 
necessary to add that the opera was put upon 
the stage with all possible attention to scenic 
costume, and that the picturesque impressive- 
ness of the ovening bustle of the second act was 
largely added to by Mme. Cavalazzi’s dancing. 


WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

The revival of Sheridan’s ‘“ Rivals” at 
‘Wallack’s last evening was effected with satis- 
factory results, although it must be admitted 
that in the past the comedy has been performed 
many times under Mr. Wallack’s manage- 
ment with rather more spirit and hu- 
mor. The happiest features of the  pres- 
ent performance are, of course, the Sir 
Anthony Absolute of Mr. Gilbert and the Mrs. 
Malaprop of Mme. Ponisi. Both of these admi- 
rable comedians acted with all their accustomed 
skill and vivacity, and the scenes in which they 
figured went torward smoothly and spiritedly. 
Mr. Gilbert’s Sir Anthony has always been oue 
of his favorite portrayals, and one in which 
for much longer than a quarter of a century 
he has scarcely had arival on ourstage. Itisa 
fine y finished piece of work, wholly irresistible 
in its infectious humor, and in these later days 
it has come to be regarded by old playgoers with 
the fondness that attaches itself to an old 
work of art, prized alike for its in- 


trinsic worth and its rarity. Mr. Gilbert's 
reception last evening was a vigorous mani- 
festation of the public appreciation of bim, both 
esamanandanactor. His rerformance, as we 
have said, was fu!l of animation and zest, and he 
never presented the testy, bhigh-tempered, dot- 
ing father of old English comedy more natu- 
rally or humorously than last evening. His 
dignified manner of speech, giving a crisp and 
distinct utterance to every word according to 
the rules of that school of acting which now, 
alas, has almost vanished even from Wal- 
jJack’s, and his perfect reproduction of the 
formal manners of polite society in the last 
century afforded abundant pleasure. Mme. 
Ponisi as Mrs. Malaprop presents a fitting com- 
panion to the Sir Anthony of Mr. Gilbert. She, 
toc, represents adequately the old-time man- 
ners in-voice and action, and she forms 
@ quaint and altogether detizhtful picture 
in her ample robes and imposing head- 
gear. She delivers the ** malapropisms,”’ also, 
with a bland unconsciousness that is positively 
delicious. Nothing else in last nixht’s perform- 
ance of ** The Rivals” was nearly so good as the 
Sir Anthony and Mrs. Malaprop, except Miss 
Annie Robe’s bright and graceful acting as 
Lydia Languish. We do not remember that 
this character has been acted better for 
many years. Miss Robe was charming to the 
eye in her old-fashioned dress, she spoke the 
text generally with all needful variety and ele- 
ance, and in the several capital scenes with 
Sook and the old folks she acquitted herself with 
admirable humor. Mr. Kyrle Bellew, on 
the other hand, appeared to be scarce- 
lv in his element as the Captain 
His movements lucked grace and freedom, 
he was too much concerned about his wig and 
his sword, and although his performance was by 
no means bad, it is clear that bis experience as 
an actor hitherto has been obtained for the 
most part in the modern romantic drama 
rather than in the old English comedies of 
manners. Mr. Elton was a comic Bob Acres, 
omitting none of the traditional “ business’’ of 
the part, and Mr. George Clarke was lacking in 
buoyancy as Sir Lucius, but was on the 
whole acceptable, while Mr. Daniel Lee- 
jon and Miss Kate Bartlett were satisfac- 
jory as David and Lucy. The thankless 
parts of Falkland and Julia were taken by Mr. 
[van Shirley and Miss Helen Russell. There was 
3 time when E. L. Davenport acted Faikiand at 
Wallack’s; but Mr. Shirley is not as yet an E. L.

As the sentimental chief of the Alle- 
manni, clad in furs, with a mighty spear and 
tough, heavy shield, with flowing brown hair 
and beard, Salvini might be Atilla him- 
self or Alaric, the Vandal. His perform- 
ance of this character, remarkable for 
its tenderness, beauty, and power, was seen at 


the Metropolitan Opéra House last evening by 
an assemblage scarcely less numerous 
than those attracted by his representations 
last week. The adaptation of the German 
play ~ J Halm used by the Italian actor differs 
somewhat in its text from the familiar Eng- 
Jish version written by Mrs. Lovell, and the 
barbarian, tamed and civilized by the power 
of Jove,is made much more prominent than the 
Greek girl whose gentle influence effects the 
transformation. Many of the long speeches 
allotted to Parthenia in Mrs. Lovell’s 
play are omitted in the Salvini_ version.

MISS ANDERSON. 

“The Lady of Lyons” is what is known 
as a romantic drama, which means that it is 
founded on an improbability so great that not 
even the most kindly of audiences can quite 
lose sight of it. Granting the premises that a 
rejected suitor would plan such a revenge as 
Beauseant’s, and that a scorned lover, who still 
loved, would consent to so deceive the woman 
of his choice as Melnotte does, and the logical 
results of the drama are natural enough. In the 
days when the play was put upon the stage the 
actualities of every-day life did not so claim the 
attention of playwrights as they do to- 
day. That tendency toward realism 
which is the outgrowth of the labors 
of the French school of dramatists and 
which is becoming recognized asa factor in the 
English drama, and even in the labors of our 
own ingenious adapters, had not made its ap- 
pearance. All that the public taste demanded 
was strong situations, a heroic hero, and a pas- 
sionate heroine, classic blank verse, and five 
acts, with plenty of graceful poetry scattered 
through the action. ‘That constituted a play 
and made “Tne Lady otf Lyons” popular. It 
has held its place on the stage simply asa vebicle 
for the display of the powers of actors and act- 
revses who had qualifications peculiarly fitting 
them forits chief rédles. There were women in 
the paimier days of our stage, when its native 
tueat found iess need of aid from foreign 
sueres, who made Pauline a creature of reality, 


filied with a passionate, pulsating love that 
could only have been painted Bulwer’s 





declamatory lines. Therefore it is not to be 
wondered at thata goodly audience assembled 
last evening in the Star Theatre to witness Miss 
Mary Anderson’s impersonation of a heroine 
sacred to those in whose footsteps she is tread- 
ing. The beauty of tne famous Lyons maid- 
en, the dignity of her womanly pride, and the 
grace of her refined action have all been given 
to Miss Anderson by nature. Nothing but the 
quaint old French dress was needed to transform 
her intoa hving picture of Bulwer’s heroine, 
fullof subtle harmonies and crowned witha 
loveliness that belongs to no one period of art. 
Miss Anderson’s powers asan actress are how 
pretty well known to this public. It has meas- 
ured them and rejoiced in then, perbaps not 
with the fullness of a perfect joy, but 
still with a satisfaction that they ena- 
ble her to go as far as she does into 
the realms of her chosen art. If her Pauline 
is not a great performance, it is possibly because 
the part isnot great. It is certain that in the 
expression of unbending pride, of superb dig- 
nity, of scorn, of hatred and outraged woman- 
hood Miss Anderson rises to a lofty level and 
impresses her audience with a sense of strength 
and of reserved force. In ber defiance of Beau- 
seant last night her trumpet tones of defiance 
and triumphant scorn rang through the house 
and stirred the deepest pulses of her auditors, 
moving them to warm applause. Her portrayal 
of the contending emotions that struggled in 
the bosom of Pauline when she learned bow 
she had been duped by Melnotte, yet couid 
not hate him, was conceived in an _ artistic 
spirit and executed with refined skill. Her 
aachanenien inthe part was the same that has 
been noted before,a lack of the power to de- 

ict the deep and overmastering sway of a life’s 
ove in a woman’s heart. But her performance 
was always picturesque, and at times rarely 
fine. and the audience recalled her enthusiast- 
ically after every act. Mr. J. Forbes-Robertson 
played Claude Melnotte unexpectedly well. His 
chief fault wasalack of Smoothness and grace 
in the reading of his lines. He offset this, how- 
ever, by genuine feeling and occasional bursts 
of strong passion which won for him atthe 
start the sympathies of the audience and 
made him a tair sharer with Miss. Ander- 
son of the evening’s honors. Mr. _ Sid- 
ney Hayes was the Beauseant, and he played 
that thankless rdle with much grace and com- 
mendable earnestness. Mr. F. H. Macklin guve 
a biuff, hearty performance of Colonel Damas, 
which migbt have been a trifie more finished in 
its details, but was not wauting in earnestness, 
Mrs. John Billington spoke the few speeches of 
the Widow Melnotte with feeling, and displayed 
a much more intimate acquaintance with them 
than some other members of the company had 
with theirs.

THE BAY STATE ELECTION. 


A VERY QUIET CAMPAIGN AND THE RE- 
PUBLICANS SURE TO WIN, 

Boston, Nov. 2.—There has seldom been 
& more quiet political campaign in this State 
than that now closed. To-day there were few 
politicians about, and the headquarters were 
not particularly enlivening. Neither party has 
made a thorough canvass, and as estimates of 
to-morrow’'s election based on returns to the 
committees from the different sections of the 
State are made, it is expected that a light vote 
will be cast and that the Republican State ticket 
will be elected by a fair majority. The cam- 
Ppaign has been almost entirely pursued upon 
State issues, among which have been the ques- 
tion of biennial elections and sessions of the 
Legislature, and local issues. 

The independents during the latter part of the 
campaign have been unexpectedly active, exert- 
ing themselves to bring out the views of legisla- 
tive candidates upon the ques‘*ion of the ex- 
emption of war veterans from the operation of 
the State civil service law. The last Legislature 
came very near passing a bill similar to the Earl 
bill in New-York State. Measures were intro- 
duced for this purpose which civil service re- 
formers characterized as an attempt to nullify 
the civil service law. and their efforts in this 
campaign have been to prevent, as far as possible, 
the election of a new Legislature favorable to 
such a measure. In some districts this has been 
the main issue. 

The Democrats have made a greater show than 
the Republicans in the campaign. The man- 
agers hope to bring out a strong vote in Boston 
and otberwise recover much of what was last 
year lost to the Butler party, but the Republic- 
ans think they cannot do it. The independent 
vote wiil be divided, but it is expected that the 
larger portion of it will go to Robinson, al- 
though there are a number of prominent inde- 
pendents who will vote for Prince, regarding 
him as representing the Cleveland side of the 
party. The division in the Democratic ranks are 
by no means healed, but for the sake of stand- 
ing well with the Administration the managers 
have shown a disposition, especially of late, to 
pull together for the present, at least. 

The election in this State to-worrow will not 
be particularly significant, for the reason that 
the issues have so generally been local and not 
national. There are Prohibition and Greenback 
tickets in the field, but they are not expected to 
draw many votes. The Democrats have dam- 
aged themselvesin this city by poor nomina- 
tions for the Executive Council and the Legisla- 
ture, but they will probably have about 4,000 ma- 
jority in Boston. 





THE FIRST TICKET TO ATLANTA. 
From the Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution. 

As the legend goes, the first railroad 
ticket ever issued to ** Atianta’’ was to William 
McGaughey, who now lives in Red Clay, and is 
now in his eighty-ninth year. The story isan 
interesting one. He had represented Murray 
County in the Legislature, after having served 
several years as its Sheriff,and walked to and 
from Milledgeville, then the capital of the State. 
Returning home, he refused to offer for re-elec- 


tion, and went into the trading busivess, and 
shortly afterward went to Augusta with a 
load of hogs to market. On the way there 
three of the hogs dropped out of the car 
and were killed. The company adjusted the 
loss by offering him a tree pass back to 
what was then Marthasvilie. In issuing the 
pass the officer in cbarge remarked that 
‘the question of a change of name had been 
debated long enough, and he proposed to issue 
the pass to Atlanta,’’ which name had been 
practically settled on by the company. This 
was done,and Mr. McGaughey made the first 
ride on a ticket issued to Atlanta. ‘**Uncle 
Billy.” as he is known, is well preserved 
for one of his years, of herculean frame, and 
stands over 6 feet. He says be remembers 
well the time when he traveled the country road 
which is now Whitehall-street, and saw the first 
house built here, when it stood solitary and 
alone, nestled in a forest of oaks. ‘*Those were 
good old days,” said he, “‘and it looks as 
it but a decade had passed since I enjoyed 
the pleasures which they carried with them. I 
have watched Atianta’s progress from the time 
its first house was built, and when I look back 
the tew years of its existence its growth really 
seems miraculous. Why, I remember that the 
finest huckleberry patch I ever saw grew on the 
ground where the Kimball now stands, and near 
by was aspring, at wiaich many a time I have 
stopped and camped for the night or for a noon 
rest as I traveled to Augusta or Milledgeville,” 
At that time North Georgia was thickly popu- 
lated by the Indians, the section between the 
Marietta and North Georgia Railroad, toward 
the Alabama line, being thickly settled 
with the Cherokees. ““Many a time,” said 
Uncle Billy, “have I attended their coun- 
cils, which were sometimes at the old 
council grounds, now known as Red Clay, 
or at what is now Baill Ground in Cherokee 
County. I then traded with them. Two of the 
most noted Cherokee chiefs of that time,” he 
continued, *“‘ were Sleeping Rabbit and Crawling 
Snake. and they were well known among the 
white people of the State.” By the way, the lit- 
tle town of Ball Ground derives its name from 
the fact that at that place occurred annually the 
athletic contests of the Indians. They assembled 
in large numbers from ail parts of North 
Georgia, and were always joined by delegations 
from Tennessee, Alabama, and North Carolina. 
All kinds of athietic sports were practiced, but 
none was more enjoyed than the primitive 
**ball,” which afterward became the now de- 
funct sport of *“*town ball.” from which the na- 
tional game derived its origin.

QUEEN VICTORIa’S MILLIONS, 
From the London Graphic. 

Itis just as well that one of the yarns 
about the enormous weaith of the Queen should 
have met with authoritative refutation. Among 
Radical spouters of the baser sortit is one of 
the commonest embellishments of oratory to 
pointa moral and adorn u tale by contrasting 
the abounding riches of her Majesty with the 
abject poverty of some virtuous cobbler or 
tinker. Of course there is a contrast, but Sir 
Henry Ponsonby shows that the royal millions 
which have figured in so many indignant 
speeches are purely mythical. The particular fic- 
tion which called forth this denial was, it ap- 
pears, uttered ata Liberal gathering by a gen- 
tleman who aspires to a seat in Parlia- 
ment, and who should, therefore, have 
known better than to juggle with big fig- 
ures for the entertainment of the democracy. 
He stated that the Queen had lately invested a 
million sterling in ground rents in the city of 
London, ana no doubt some of his audience were 
as much shocked to hear it as if they had been 
told that the sovereign had laid out a fine for- 
tune on a diamond studded chariot or something 
of that sort. Sir Henry Ponsonby shows, how- 
ever, that the statement bad absolutely no 
foundation whatever. In the first place, “ the 
Queen possesses no property at all in the city 
of London;”’ secondly, she has not invested any 
money in ground rents there or elsewhere; 
thirdly, she does not own a million of money. 
It appears, therefore, that the author of the 
*flam” in question cleverly managed to include 
three separate fictions in a single brief state- 
ment. Shouid he accomplish a seat in Parlia- 
ment he will do well to make more certain of 
his facts, unless he wishes to hear the very un- 
pleasant sound—so trying to the nerves and the 
temper of a new member—of derisive laughter.

BERNARD O’ROURKE’S TREACHERY 


A SAMPLE OF OFFAL CONTRACTOR WHITE’S 


CROOKED DEALINGS. 

The places where politicians gather 
were stirred up last night by rumors that Ber- 
nard O’Rourke, the right hand man of John 
J. O’Brien in the Eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict, had contracted with the County Democra- 
cy leaders to devote his energies to-day, 
together with a pile of money supplied him by 
the Republican Committee for Republican uses 
in the Eighth, Tenth, and Twelfth Districts, 
to raking in votes for Offal Contractor 
White’s candidacy for the office of Sheriff. 


Mr. Jacobus, however, was quite com- 
placent about the story, as were the 
members of the committee. They said they 
knew of O’Rourke’s intentions 10 days ago and 
had checkmated them. ‘1 have no doubt,” Mr. 
Jacobus said, ** that Mr. O’Brien is doing all he 
can for me and that the result in the Eighth 
District will be satisfactory. Unless reports 
from all quarters are misleading, I shall be 
elected by 20,900 plurality.”’ 

** When we heard of O’Rourke’s plans,” one of 
the committee said, “inquiry was made, and the 
plea came back in response that District At- 
torney Martine had threatened to shut up 
O’Rourke’s liquor saloon unless he worked for 
White, ana that O’Rourke then consented to 
cast his lines with the County Democracy. Fear 
of Martine’s threat may have influenced him 
somewhat, but there were probabiy more power- 
ful reasons. Such men as he think it a good 
thing to be in favor with a Police Justice. Last 
year his lines were cast with Tammany, through 
Justices Duffy and Gorman. As s00n as we 
found out what he was to do this year we de- 
termined that none of our supplies should go in 
that direction, and he has received no money 
from us. That disposes of the part of 
the rumor that makes us pay the fid- 
dler for Mr. White’s dance. We understand that 
Mr. White, the District Attorney, and Mayor 
Grace have supplied O’Rourke with money and 
that he has been working the district with it. 
What he has done wonr’t make a change of 100 
votes.” 

John J. O’Brien, Robert McCord, John E. 
Brodsky, and trom 20 to 380 Republican dis- 
trict leaders met in the basement of Mr. 
Brodsky’s house, No. 61 Rivington-street, 
last evening, to discuss the O*Rourke de- 
fection. The meeting lasted from early 
in the evening until long after midnignt, and 
when it endea the leaders went home with the 
conviction that O’Rourke had stolen about 600 
votes for Offal Contractor White. Earlier 
in the day a conference had_ been 
held with O’Rourke, during which O’Brien 
had done his best to keep O’ Rourke 0» the track 
for Jacobus, but O’Rourke would not be moved. 
A meeting of the district Chairmen was hastily 
called to discuss the situation. O'Brien came 
out very flatfooted and insisted upon each Chair- 
man giving the ticket that. he intended to vote. 
It was estimated that about 12 of the Chairmen 
bad gone with O’Rourke over to White, and 
that the district would be about evenly di- 
vided between Jacobus and White. O'Brien 
did some of the hardest work of his 
life. and at midnight was so _ hoarse 
from continued talking that he was scarcely 
able to speak. He was not in a particularly 
good humor. His interview with his bolt- 
ing ally, O’Rourke, was not calculated to 
conduce to cheerfulness, while the exagger- 
ated rumors of other defections that flew 
about served to increase his tendency to irrita- 
bility. The summit of his woes was reached 
when rumors began to find hearers that 
he himself had gone over to the other side. 
None of O’Brien’s friends believed this, however. 
Many of the Chairmen who attended the meet- 
ing at Brodsky’s went uround to O’Rourke’s 
place, at Canal and Forsyth streets, and staid 
until alate hour. O’Rourke was inaccessible to 
all but his closest friends all the evening. 

One variationof this story, as circulated by 
Mr. White’s friends, was to the effect thatan 
arrangement had been made by which White 
was to get some Republican support, and that 
in return Mr. Jacobus was to be Mr. White’s 
successor as Police Justice. This story Mr. Ja- 
cobus indignantly denied last night.

A 
well educated young lady wants to exchange 
photographs with the best men—‘' no others 
need apply.” If this advertisement meets with 
a general response her photograph album will 
have to be enlarged, for only the best men go to 
Dakota. Then there is a widow who says she 
is 30 years of age and understands all kinds of 
housework, cooking, making men’s and wom- 
en’s clothes, who wantsa husband. She wants 
it explicitly understood, however, that she does 
not want a dude, but if a sober, industrious 
man, no matter how homely, wants a wife, she 
stands ready to answer hiscall. If this sensible 
widow will amend her advertisement by saying

JEFFERSON AND THE WEATHER. 

The Baltimore American prints a letter 
written by Thomas Jefferson at Monticello, 
Sept. 16, 1806, having obtained it from Mr. Rich- 
ard T. Beatty, of Sandy Spring, Montgomery 
County, Md. It was written to Mr. Thomas 
Moore, an uncle of Mr. Beatty, who was at that 
time an totimate personal friend of Mr. Jeffer- 


son, and it has been in the family ever since. 
In it Mr. Jefferson says: “1 have been in the 
habit myself, for a long time of noting the 
temperature of the aira little before sunrise & 
again between 3&4P.M. these giving a maxi- 
mum of cold & heat ina day where their prog- 
ress is regular. The points of time between 
these are uninteresting. I have noted at the 
same time the state of the weather, the course 
of the wind, & occasionally the access and re- 
cess of frost, flowering & leafing of plants, 
ripening of uncultivated fruits, arrival of birds 
& some insects, their hybernation, etc. The 
latter articles however have been omitted the 
last 5. years because my situation at Washing- 
ton does not admit of their observation. I now 
note only the temperature, weather & wind. 
Any observations you may make or procure to 
be made can always be compared with the co- 
temporary ones I make at Washington & 
Monticello.”

CLAIMING VALUABLE LAND. 
—_—_—>——— 
A SUIT TO RECOVER A LARGE SLICE OF THE 
CITY OF SAN FRANCISCO. 

San Francisco, Nov. 2.—Another large 
land suit on an old Mexican grant is about to be 
brought in the United States court here. The 
suit willinvolve the title to a large slice of this 
city and county, valued at not less than $10,000,- 
000, and will be similar to the Sherrebeck claim, 


now agitating property owners south of Market- 
street. The history of the claim is as tollows: 

While Northern California was still a province 
of Mexico Fernando Marchina was a Commis- 
sary in the Mexican Army, and a cattle déaler 
aa well. Marchina furnished the Mexican Army 
with a lot of cattle when rations where 
short in 1842, In payment for. the 
cattle Marchina received a league of 
land in triancular form, which includes the 
whole of the western addition and Hayes Valley. 
the cemetery. anda part of Golden Gate Park. 
It is claimed that full title was given Marchina 
in 1844, Six years later Marchina sold the grant 
to John K. Moore, transferring to him the 
original Mexican title. At the close of the 
civil war Moore began ejectment suits in 
the United States courts for possession of 
the land, but the suits were dropped 
and Moore and his claims dropped from public 
view. Recently he emerged from his 20 years of 
seclusion, and he has engaged lawyers to prose- 
cute his claims. The papers of the original 
title to the Jand are lockedtup 1n the vaults of a 
banking house of this city, and legal steps to- 
ward the recovery of the Jand will be taken ina 
few days.

TAXATION OF RAILROADS 


—~ @.———— 
THE LAW OF NEW-JERSEY TO BE 
PASSED UPON JUDICIALLY. 
ARGUMENT UPON SOME IMPORTANT LEGAL 
QUESTIONS TO BE BEGUN °-IN TRENTON 

TO-MORROW. 

The argument of one of the most im- 
portant cases ever heard in New-Jersey is to be- 
gin at the opening of the State Supreme Court 
at Trenton to-morrow morning. It grows out 
out of the new law for the taxation of railroad 
ana other corporations. Thirty-six of the rail- 
roads in the State certioraried the act creating 
the State Board of Assessors, and have refused 
to pay the taxes levied by it. These roads belong 
almost exclusively to the system controlied by 
the New-Jersey Centrai Road, and the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad. The Penn- 
sylyania and the Erie have paid their taxes. 

‘he contest by the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Road is based on its claim that the 
Morris ana Essex Railroad Company, whose 
property 1t leased and is operating, enjoys under 
its charter immunity from taxation of all kinds. 

Attorney-General Stockton will argue this 
question for the State, and will presenta verv 
important point that bas just been ruled upon. 
Justice Stanley Matthews, of tae United States 
Supreme Court, has just decided that whena 
foreign corporation leases or otherwise acquires 
another road enjoying exeu:ptions or exclusive 
privileges of any kina, the exclusive privileges 
or exemptions do not pass to the foreign cor- 
poration. This ruling seems to defeat the ex- 
emptions thought to have been secured by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad by its lease of the old 
New-Jersey Railroad, and_ by the Delaware, 
Lackawanua and Western Railroad by its lease 
of the Morris and Essex. It is said, however, 
that since the lease of the Morris and Essex to 
to the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western a 
special act has been passed that secures to it the 
exemptions enjoyed by the old railroad company. 

The New-Jersey Central is fighting the act on 
the ground that it is unconstitutional 3 that the 
State bas no right to impose a tax on a franchise, 
and if it has, that the value of the franchise has 
not been ascertained by proper methods; and in 
the State Board of Assessors have fixed the tax 
addition,it protests against the methods by which 
value of its tangible property. For several 
month: Commi-sioner George W. Cassedy has 
been taking testimony on the subject of the val- 
uation o! the company’s tangible property. The 
examination on behalf of the State has been cor- 
ducted by ex-Judge William T. Hoffman until 
within the last two weeks, when Counselor Jobn 
W. Herbert has attended on behalf of the State. 
The Central Railroad officials assert, and in 
court to-morrow will claim, that the real estate 
of the road should be assessed only at the figure 
any given section of it would bring at an ordi- 
mary sale tor any ordinary use. The State 
ciaims that a continuous highway across the 
State hes a greater value than a little patch of 
it sold separately; that when it is used for rail- 
road purposes it has a peculiar value of its own, 
and insists that, taken as a whole, it is worth 
three times the value of any one parcel of 
it. The main witness for the State has 
been E. W. Harrison, a civil engineer em- 
ployed by the State Board of Assessors to 
uscertain the tax value of the Central’s real es- 
tate and otber property. He first determined 
the value of each section of the road by cen- 
sulting tae records of recent sales of property 
immediately adjoining, and then mu!tiplied the 
value thus ascertained of the whole series of 
sections into which he divided the roadway by 
three, and has given the result asthe tax value 
of the railroad’s highway. The State has care- 
fully backed its evidence on this point with au- 
thorities showing that three is not an unfair 
multiple, 2nd by testimony showing that in pur- 
chasing its right of way the railroad paid much 
more than three times its market value for the 
land it acquired. 

The court bas set down the argument per- 
emptorily for to-morrow in the Central Railroad 
case. Attorney-Genera) Stockton will make the 
argument upon the constitutionality of the act 
under which the taxes have been levied, and the 
other Jegal questions in the case. Ex-Judge 
Hoffman will argue the question of land values. 
It is probable that the arguments will consume 
several weeks. The question is important, not 
only because it involves the payment of taxes 
by the Central Railroad Company, but also be- 
cause it is to determine the Mabilities of all the 
other roads in the State. Even the roads which 
have paid their taxes have made the payments 
upon the express reservation that if the State is 
defeated in the pending suits they are to receive 
their moneys back again. Theamount involved 
is more than $1,500,000 annually of State tax 
moneys. 





REMOVING FLOOD ROCK. 


EY EN 
THE DREDGING MACHINES SOON TO BE AT 


WORK—LIEUT. DERBY’S PROGRESS, 
The Atlantic Dredging Company. of 
Srooklyn, which has been awarded a contract to 
remove the fragments of Flood Rock from the 
East River, will have two dredging machines in 
position this afternoon. It wasintended to have 
begun tne work yesterday, but delay was caused 


by the recent storm. Four dredges in all 
will be employed as soon as possible, and the 
work will be pushed as fast as circumstances 
will permit. Inthe meantime Lieut. Derby bas 
been steadily at work on the rock, and has al- 


ready removed about 200 tons, and 1s carrying it 
away at the rate of 20 tonsaday. He will con- 
tinue at work as longas he can atas cheap a 
rate as the contract price. 

** The progress made,”’ said Lieut. Derby yes- 
terday, “proves the thoroughness of the explo- 
sion. The rock is entirely shattered, just as we 
expected it to be. In fact, it would have been 
as well if it had not been broken up quite 
as thoroughly, for now and then, when we get 
the chain arounda big fragment and get it up 
to the surface it falis apart, and we are obliged 
to pick it up in two or three pieces instead of 
one. We can only work about two hours 
e day. an hour each at high and low 
tide, but as soon as the gang of men I 
now have at work is thoroughly accustomed to 
the labor we can remove about 30 tons a day. 
We shall not interfere with the work of the con- 
tractors, as they receive a certain price per ton. 
There has been some comment concerning this 
contract, and it has been stated that it is costing 
more per ton to remove Flood Rock than it did 
Haulett’s Reef. Thisis nottrue. The first con- 
bracts for the retnoval of Hallett’s Reef were at 
$2 40 a ton, but the Government guaranteed 
to do all necessary surface blasting; that is, 
it the contractors got hold of a rock which they 
couldn’t handle we were obliged to break it up 
forthem. Inthe final contract the contractors 
agreed to do their own surface blasting. and the 
price paid was $3 39aton. For Flood Rock the 
pontract price is $3 19a ton and the contractors 
fo their own surface blasting, and so the cost to 
the Government is 20 cents per ton less than it 
was for Hallett’s Reef.” 


ACCIDENTS TO SAILING CRAFT. 
The schooner Emma F. Hart, Capt. 
Keene, which arrived yesterday from Bruns- 
wick, Ga.. was run into during the night of 
Oct. 30,off the Five-Fathom Hole, by an unknown 
steamer. Theschooner lost her jibboom, bow 
sprit,and head gear, but fortunately ner hull 


‘was not seriously damaged. Capt. Keene did 
not learn what injuries were sustained by the 
steamer, which immediately proceeded on her 
course. 

The schooner James Warren, Capt. Drisca, 
which sailed from this port for Boston with a 
cargo of scrap iron on Sunday, anchored in 
Flushing Bay the same night. At6o’clock yes- 
terday morning, while still at anchor, she was 
run into by an unknown tug. Her stern was 
stove, her whee! carried away, and her yawl 
emashed. The tug, which was evidently unin- 
jured, disappeared immediately after the ac- 
vident. The injured schooner was towed to City 
Island for repairs. 

The steam schooner Louis Bucki, Capt. Mount, 
from Jacksonville, passed. on Oct. 30, about 25 
miles east of Currituck, a sunken three-masted 
acnooner with her topmasts above water. A 
ene of distress was fastened to her mizzen- 
mast. 

The schooner Charles IH. Valentine, which 
went ashore at Sandy Hook on Oct. 29, was 
lowed off at 2 o’clock yesterday morning by the 
tugs Cyclops and Rescue and was brought to the 
pity. 

















A COATING FOR THE OBELISE. 
Yesterday afternoon the staging around 
the obelisk in Central Park was finished, and 
now everything is in readiness to give it a coat- 
ing of parafiine, which, it is expected, wil! pre- 
vent it being further damaged by the climate. 
It is already injured more than is generally sup- 


posed. Crumbling pieces are easily removed 
with the fingers, and with a chisel fragments are 
detached weighing a pound or more, one, which 
was chipped off yesterday, measuring 22 inches 
in length and from 3 to 6inches in width. Front 
one side of the base alone 13 ounces of crumbied 
stone were taken. Before the paraffine is applied 
the whole obelisk is to be gone over and all the 
loosened pieces removed; then it will be thor- 
ougily cleaned with ammonia, and finally cov- 
ered with the heated wax. The paraffine to be 
used is made specially for this work, being dis- 
tilled from crude petroleum under an enormous 

ressure, and is as nearly pure as it can possibly 

e. It is estimated that more than 200 pounds 
ot it will be needed. After the work is com- 
— the only difference that will be apparent 
6 that the stone will look slightly darker in 
color than it now does. °

A CAUTION TO VOTERS. 


THE PROPER BALLOTS TO BE DEPOSITED IN 
THE BOX TO-DAY. 


It is of the utmost importance for vot- 
ers to scrutinize their ballots carefully, for an 
improper or defective ballot will not be counted. 
Itshould be borne in mind, first of all, that the 
number of baliots to be used in this election is 
six, except in the Eighth Congressional District— 
embracing the territory of the Fourth, Sixth, and 
Eighth Assembly Districts—and in the Tenth 
Judicial Districts—embracing the territory 
of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards—where seven ballots wili be cast. 


The ballots “shall be upon plain white 
printing paper without any impression, de- 
vice, mark, or Other peculiarity whatso- 
ever upon or about them to distinguish one bal- 
lot from another in appearance except the 
names of the several candidates,” which ‘‘ shall 
be printed with plain black ink and an indorse- 
ment on the back in capital letters indicating 
the nature of the ballot.” A voter, however, is 
at liberty to erase a printed name on the face of 
a ballot and write another name in its place. 

The ballots shouid be in form as follows for 
State officers, indorsed on the back in capital 
letters ** State.” on the face the caption * Stdte,”” 
also in capitai letters, and below in the follow- 
ing order: For Governor, (one name:) for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, (one name;) for Secretary of 
State, (one name;) for Controller, (one name;) 
for Treasurer, (one name;) tor Attorney-Gen- 
eral, (one name;) for State Engineer and Sur- 
veyor, (one name.) 

The Senatoriai ballot is indorsed * Senator, 
Number Four,” while on the face, under the 
caption *“* Senator, Number Four,”* which must 
be in one line, are the words * For Senator, for 
the —— Senate District,” (one name.) 

The Assembly ballot is indorsed ** Assembiy, 
Number Five.” and bears on its face the caption 
** Assembly, Number Five.” ‘** For Member of 
Assembly for the —— Assembly District,” (one 
n 





ame.) 

The Aldermanic ballot is indorsed “ City, Num- 
r Six,” and upon its face has the caption 
“City, Number Six,” followed by the words 
“For Alderman in the —— Assembly District gs 
the same existed on the first day of January, 
1882,” (one name.) 

The judicial ballot is indorsed “Judiciary,” 
and upon its face the caption ** Judiciary,” fol- 
lowed by “ For Justice of the Supreme Court,” 
(one name;) ** For Judge of the Superior Court,” 
(one name;) ** For Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas,’ (one name;) ** For Justices of the City 
Court,” (two names.) 

The balldt for city and county officers is in- 
dorsed ** City and County,” and has on its face 
the caption “City and County,” followed by 
* For Sheriff,” (one name;) ** For County Clerk,” 
(one name:) ** For President of tne Board of 
Aldermen,” (one name;) * For Coroners,” (three 
names.) 

The foregoing are the ballots that will be used 
throughout the city. In the Fourth, Sixth, and 
Eighth Assembiy Districts, which constitute the 
Eighth Congressional District, an additional 
ballot will be used indorsed ** Congress, Number 
Three,”’ and having on its face the caption

THE LEADER'S WORK IN PRISON—WAR- 


NER’S PROTEST AGAINST INDICTMENT. 


Ferdinand Ward went to his first honest 
day’s work for some time yesterday morning, 
soon after 6 o’clock, after having eaten his 
breakfast of hash, coffee, and breadin the mess 
room of Sing Sing Prison. When shown what 
he would be required to do—tile off all imper- 
fections in the casting of the pieces that go to 
make up a stove and then fit. them together—he 
went to work in good earnest. He did not seem 
to be overparticular about his hands, but began 
his task with a will that gave promise of finish- 
ing his task in his alictted time. 

Col. George Bliss made another vigorous pro- 
test yesterday against the possibility of his 
client, William S. Warner, getting into the 
hands of the Grand Jury through delay in the 
present examination before Commissioner 
Shields. If the hearing were closed up before 
the Commissioner, he said, the defense felt con- 
fident of proving that Warner was not guilty of 
helping Ward rob the Marine Bank. It would 
not be fair, until that hearing was closed, for 
the United States District Attorney to go before 
the Grand Jury and getan indictment on ex 
parte evidence. Col. Bliss zave formal notice 
that he wanted Mr. Dorsheimer present at the 
hearing to-morrow for the purpose of cross- 
examining him. As usual, most of the 
session yesterday was taken up by argu- 
ment between the counsel as to the ad- 
missibility of evidence against Ward and 
its relevancy to Warner’s case. When Gen. 
Foster offered a bundle of Grant & Ward's obli- 
gations to Warner on contract accourts and 
Ward’s checks for presumed profits thereon 
Col. Bliss made strenuous objections to going 
outside of the particular eighty-one-thousand- 
dollar transaction of May 3and 5 mentioned in 
the indictment. All the papers presented were 
used in the civil case of Assignee Hall against 
Warner, and the Commissioner decided to admit 
them. U. S. Grant, Jr., produced the letters 
that Ward wrote him, already printed, in ref- 
erence to presumed contracts, Mr. 
said that he did not know anything about 
Ward’s large obligations to Warner. Ward told 
him that Warner was only doing business in a 
small way on the flour contracts. Mr. Grant 
said, further, that when the firm failed it owed 
him about $900,000 credited on the books. He 
never took out of it so much money as he put 
into it. 

There were rumors yesterday that several 
prominent persons were to be arrested tor 
alleged complicity in the swindling operations 
which resulted in wrecking the Marine National 
Bank. United States District Attorney Dorsheim- 
er said that the rumors were false as far as he 
was concerned. ‘Some persons whom we have 
found to be implicated in these frauds,” he said, 
“will be arrested, and when they are I feel con- 
fident, from the nature of the proofs, that their 
cases will be pushed to a successful trial."?” Who 
these persons were he declined to say. Neither 
District Attorney Martine nor Receiver John- 
ston knew of any contemplated arrests, Among 
the other rumors growing out of the affair was 
one to the effect that large sums had been re- 
covered from implicated persons and placed to 
the credit of the estate of the suspended firm. 
Julien T. Davies, Receiver of Grant & Ward, said 
that the suits against two banks had been settled, 
but the amount recovered was less than $1,000. 








PROF. TYNDALL’S FELLOWSHIP. 
The Trustees of Columbia College held 


their annual monthly meeting yesterday after- 
noon. Ex-Gov. Hamilton Fish presided. The 
special committee to whom was referred the 
communication from William H. Appleton tend- 
ering a donation of $10,800 from Prof. John 
Tyndall, of England, to endow a scholarship of 
physics, submitted a report, which was adopted. 
Following is tbe substance of the report: 


Resolved, That with the view of carrying into effect 
the intent and purpose of the said John Tyndall in 
making this donation the following regulations are 
hereby adopted: First—A fellowship is hereby estab- 
lished in Columpta College, entitled ‘The Jonn ‘Tyndall 
Fellowship for the encouragement of research in 
physics, to be held by some suitable person who shall 
be either a graduate ora studentin some department 
of Cotumbia College, but_ not necessarily a candidate 
for a degree. Second—The holder of the fellowship 
shall be pominated by the President and the Facuity 
of the School of Mines, und appointed by the Board 
of ‘Trustees. Such appointment shall always be tor 
the term of one year only, but the Fellow for the time 
being shall be eligible for reappointment from year to 
year upon the recommendation of the President 
ana Faculty of the School of Mines. Third—The 
Fellow so appointed shall be entitled to receive during 
his term of office the net income of the capital sum 
constituting the endowment, to be paid to him in four 
equal quarterly installments, and the Truvees of Co- 
Jumbia College guarantee that such not income will 
amount to at leust $648 a year, being 6 per cent. on 
$10,800. Fourth—It shall be the duty of the Fellow so 
appointed to devote himself faithfully to the investi- 
gation of some subject in physical science. at this col- 
lege, or at some other in this country or abroad under 
the supervision and direction of some known physicist 
speered by the President and the ova | of the 
School of Mines. It shall be the duty of the Fellow to 
make a report quarterly to the President, giving an 
account of the work in which he has been engaged. 


Prof. Tyndall gave an equal amount of money 
for a similar purpose to the University of Penn- 
sylvania and also to Yale College. 








TO DRIVE AWAY TICKET SPECULATORS. 

Mr. Lester Wafllack, through his coun- 
sel, ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, yesterday sent a 
petition to the Board of Police asking that Capt. 
Williams be directed to prevent tickef speculat- 


ors from congregating in front of his theatre 
and peddling tickets, on the ground that they 
have no right to incumber the sidewalk, and 
that they create much disturbance and annoy 
the patrons of the theatre. Mr. Wallack con- 
tends that the licenses held by these speculators 
have no legal force, as the Common Council have 
no right or power to authorize such a nuisance, 
The petition was referred to the Superintendent, 
with directions to prevent the nuisance com- 
plained of, not only at Wallack’s Theatre, but at 
other places where it exists. 





HIS GOOD LUCK PROVED «A CURSE. 

Charles D. Thompson, a dealer in hair, of 
No. 32 East Fourteenth-street, who lives at One 
Hundred and Fourth-street and Ninth-avenue, 
was taken to the Jefferson Market Polite Court 
yesterday and committed to an institution for 
dipsomaniacs.

HARSH WORDS DRIVE MISS DAMMANN TO AN 
ELOPEMENT. 

Mr. William H. Knapp, an enterprising 
young man of 23 years, and Miss Ida Dammann, 
a pretty young lady of 21 Summers, both of 
Tarrytown, have for some time past had a warm 
attachment for each other, and would meet 
whenever an opportunity offered. Mr. Bernard 
Dammann, the young lady’s father, is a cigar 
manufacturer and a man of very decided views. 
He has raised a family consisting of three 
daughters and three sons, and he considers that 
in matters matrimonial he Should be consulted 
first, and his jucégment obtained as to whether

MAKING A STRONG PROTEST. 


FEMALE SCHOOL TEACHERS ORJECTING TO 
TWO PROPOSED MEASURES. 


The female school teachers in the city 
are organizing to swoop down on the two bills 
which School Commissioners Holt and Crary 
are going to bring up in the Board of Education 
to-morrow night, providing for a general equal- 
ization of teachers’ salaries. About 200 female 
teachers, representing 10 wards, sat on little 
benches in the primary department of the rram- 
mar school near Twelfth-street and Broadway 
last evening, and applauded most vociferously 
a young woman who said that nearly all the 
female teachers in every ward in the city were 
strongly opposed to the bills, The meeting 
formulated a petition respectfully protesting 
against both the bills, and appointed a commit- 
tee to see that every teacher in every school has 
an opportunity to sign it before Wednesday 
aliternoon. 

The objections to the new bills, as crystallized 
in a very spirited debate, were numerous, It 
was argued that none of the evils under the 
present system of grading salaries would be re- 
moved, while the chances for unjust discrimi- 
nation would be very greatly increased. The 
Crary bill was considered the less objectionable 
of the two, but both were unfair. The princt- 
pal effect of either of them, it was urged, would 
be to reduce the salaries of teachers of long ex- 
perience in all classes in order to increase the 
compensation of the new and the inexperienced. 
The older teachers would suffer most. Another 
fauit found was that teachers in large schools, 
where there was hard work to do, would be 
compelled to work for tbe same. salary 
as teachers in the same department in 
asmall school, where the duties were compara- 
tively light. Still another objection raised was 
that the only chance for promotion and conse- 
quent increase of salary for a female teacher 
would be through the death or marriage of 
some one above her. The disproportionate gra- 
dation of the salaries of male teachers, as com- 
pared with the salaries of female teachers, pro- 
voked warm discussion. Nor was any provision 
made, they complained, for gradually increas- 
ing the salaries of the female teachers, as in the 
case of the male instructors. This was all 
wrong, the female teachers argued, because 
they outnumbered the male teachers three to 
one, and the statistics showed that they also did 
better work. Another meeting will be held in 
the same schoolhouse at 4 o’clock next Friday 
afternoon. The cpp | comes alike from 
the grammar and the primary departments. 














BEGINNING THE NEW DEANERY. 

There was a large gathering of the 
Episcopal clergy and laity at the General Theo- 
logical Seminary yesterday, when, 1n addition 
to the service of matriculation, which is always 
held on the day after the festival of All Saints, 
the cornerstone of the deanery, to be built di- 
rectly on the corner of Ninth-avenue and Twen- 


tieth-street, was laid. The matriculation serv- 
ices were heldin the chapel. Assistant Bishop 
Henry C. Potter officiated, and Bishop Doane, of 
Albany, deliverea the sermon. The service 
closed with the formal admission of 32 new stu- 
dents to the seminary. 

At about 1:30 o'clock, the clergy, the students, 
the Faculty, Alumni, and Trustees having as- 
sembled at the new hall, a line of march was 
taken up toward the deanery. The students 
led the way. and on reaching the immediate ap- 
proach to the cornerstone formed double lines 
through which Assistant Bishop Potter passed 
reading Psalm xlviii., ** Great is the Lord,” the 
alternate verses serving as responses. Assistant 
Bishop Potter was attended by Bishop Doane, 
Bishop Starkey, of New-Jersey, and Bish- 
op Young, of Florida. The Rev. Dr. 
Charles A. Hall, of Holy Trinity Church, 
Brooklyn; the Rev. Dr. James Mul- 
chabey, of St. Paul's Church; the Rev. 
Mr. Barrows, of Short Hills, N.J.; the Rev. 
E. K. Smith, of Lambertville, N. J.; the Kev. 
Mr. Keith, of the Northern Pennsylvania Dio- 
ecese,and the Rey. Dr. Hoffman, Dean of the 
seminary, were in line behind the Bishops. The 
usual services having ended, and when the cor- 
nerstone was in place, brief congratulatory re- 
marks were made by Assistant Bishop Potter, 
Bishops Young and Starkey, and the Rev. Dr. 
Hall. Then Assistant Bishop Potter resumed 
the formal services, and by 2:30 o'clock the ma- 
sons and bricklayers were the sole occupants of 
the consecrated spot. It will take at least until 
next Summer to finish the building, which will 
be a plain but substautial residence,

Near it 
lay two pillows of white roses, one inscribed in 
violets ‘* Paul,” coming from the Dwyer 
Brothers’ stabie, while the other was sent by 
the children living on Thirty-sixth-street.

NEARLY READY 170 BE TESTED. 





MANY BODIES KEPT WAITING FOR THE NEW 
CREMATORY. 


It was expected that the furnaces of the 
new cremation society would be tested yester- 
day, but Prof. Charlies Eames, the designer and 
expert, decided that there were imperfections in 
some ofthe foundry work which must be reme- 
died before he would be willing to turn the cre- 
matory over tothe company. This was reported 
to a meeting of the Directors yesterday after- 
noon. Dr. John D. Bengless, the President of 
the company, informed the Directors also that 
he had seen the President, the Secretary, and 
the Medical Examiner otf the Board of 
Health, and had proposed to submit to the 
board the view that the company held 
of its relation to burial and burial permits, 
claiming that cremation is known in literature 
as urn burial, and that consequently the laws of 
the State govering the issue of burial permits 
were broad enough for the purposes of the com- 
pany. Hesaid the health officers replied that 
they had no disposition to interfere with the 
operations of the company, but that as a guard 
aguinst the refusal to grant burial permits for 
bodies to be cremated they would like to have 
the company file astatement on which definite 
action mi¢ht possibly be taken. 

It is doubtiul if anything will be done with 
the furnace this week beyond testing it. It will 
be tested by incinerating anima! matter and 
bones. About 40 bodies are in vaults at Luther- 
an, Cypress Hills,and Mount Olivet Cemeteries 
awaiting cremation. Applications were made 
yesterday to the company to cremate three 
bodies of persons who had just died, The 
furnaces will thus be kept busy for a 
while whenever they may begin work. The 
charges for cremation are $25, and extra, from $3 
upward, tor an urn. The officers of the com- 
pany think that the enterprise will be a success 
trom the start, from a commercial as wellas 
trom a scientific standpoint, Out of $35,000, at 
which the company was capitalized, nearly 
$25,000 of stock has been taken upat par. This 
money has carried the company up to a working

NEARLY KILLED BY HER HUSBAND

A DRUNKEN HOD CARRIER STABS HIS WIFE 
WHEN SHE REFUSES HIM MONEY. 

An excited woman accosted Patrolman 
Straussner, of the Eighteenth Precinct, while 
he was on post on First-avenue shortly before 6 
o'clock last evening, and told him that a woman 


had been murdered by ber husband at No. 418 
East Seventeenth-street. The officer hurried to 
the house, andina room onthe third floor he 
found Mrs. Johanna Bateman, an Irish woman, 
56 years of age, sitting in a chair bleed- 
ing profusely from a wound on the top 


of her head. Her clothing was saturated 


with blood and there were blood stains 
on the floor and on the furniture. The woman 
said that she had been assaulted and wounded 
by her husband, Thomas, who is a hod carrier. 
She said that he had not been working for sev- 
eral weeks, and had been drinking heavily. Yes- 
terday he came in while she was alone, her 
children being absent at work, and demanded 
money from her. She refused to give him any, 
anda quarrel ensued. Bateman picked up a 
butcher’s knife from the table and struck ker on 
the head withit. He then fied from the house. 
The policeman assisted Mrs. Bateman down 
stairs, but on reachiug the sidewalk she fainted 
from loss of blood. An ambulance was sum- 
moned and the woman was taken to Bellevue 
Hospital. Her condition was serious, her skull! 
being fractured, and a summons was sent 
for a Coroner to take her ante-mortem 
deposition. Officers were sent out in search 
of Bateman, and at 7: o’clock his 
daughter came to the station house and told 
Sergt. Mangin that her father was in the 
liquor store at First-avenue snd Twenty-second- 
street. Officer Straussner was sent to the place 
and arrested him. He denied that he had struck 
his wife with the knife, but said that during a 
quarrel witb her he had pushed her and she fell 
against the stove and cut her head. He was 
locked up to await the result of the injuries.
